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HARLOTTE NORRIS made her debut 

in PROFITABLE HOBBIES with a 
150-word item. for Hobby Parade. Her 
success with a short piece spurred her 
on to turn out a full length article, 
“Solidly Sold on Shellcraft,” which you 
will find on page 22 of this month’s 
issue. We asked Mrs. Norris for a short 
autobiography and here is what she 
wrote: 

“More years ago than I care to remem- 
ber, I was born in Osborn, Ohio. How- 
ever, I can’t point with pride to my 
birthplace, as the town of 1,000 was 
moved away bodily, and a reservoir now 
occupies the site. My folks got me away 
in time; otherwise I might have become 
a mermaid. 

“The three R’s were drilled into me 
at a little two-room township school- 
house near Dayton, Ohio. There, regard- 
less of age, a pupil who could pass the 
Boxwell examination was qualified to 
enter Steele high school in Dayton. Since 
there was no other high school in Mont- 
gomery County, the various townships 
were compelled to pay the tuitions of 
the graduates, and for some reason this 
gave my 13-year-old complex a feeling 
of massive importance. 

“When I was 14, I sent my first story 
to the Ohio Farmer. But either the editor 
didn’t recognize good literature, or he 
considered my work too precious to 
transpose into ordinary black print and 
so returned it to me for safe keeping. 
In spite of this rebuff, I scribbled hope- 
ful bits for the school paper, and finally 
rose to. literary heights in my senior 
year by writing the class prophecy— 
although practically none of my pre- 
dictions ever came true. 

“After graduation, I enrolled in the 
local teachers’ college. It was known as 
the Dayton Normal school—perhaps 
because only normal girls were expected 
to try to instruct the young. 

“I taught in Dayton for a couple of 
years, then my family—father, mother, 
and two brothers—migrated to Cali- 
. fornia—not by covered wagon, either. 
I obtained a position in Alhambra, Cali- 
fornia, and during the years I taught 
there, I engaged in various hobbies in 
my spare time—a correspondence course 
in cartooning, classes in clay modeling, 
china painting, design, and nature study, 
then some phases of literature including 
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“My First 2 Stories 
Brought Me $255” 


“Before completing the 
course,’ writes Adam B. 
Aretz of Tarentum, Pa., “I 
sold two stories: One for 
$110, the other for $145. 
They were punched out on 
a borrowed typewriter, a two- 
bit dictionary on one side, 

" the Palmer lessons on the 
other. When the going got tough, I turned to 
the lessons. The answer was there. Luck?

JEWELRY Maxine, by Murry Bovin

ewe BOVIN has packed a wealth 
of information on virtually all the 
phases of jewelry making into this book 
and he has conveyed that information 
through text and illustrations ~notable 
for their clarity and conciseness. 


“It is the purpose of this book,” writes 
Mr. Bovin, “to present thoroughly to 
both the beginner and advanced crafts- 
man the most practical and contem- 
porary methods of making handmade 
jewelry. The information and techniques 
presented have been gathered, tried, and 
developed through many years of actual 
work as a craftsman in the jewelry in- 
dustry. All techniques have been tested 
and the method of presentation has been 
perfected through years of teaching in 
high and trade schools, colleges and adult 
centers.” Mr. Bovin is at present in- 
structot of jewelry and art metal work 
at Forest Hills, New York, high school. 


In listing the tools and equipment 
necessary to do successful jewelry work, 
Mr. Bovin points out that very little 
money is necessary to procure the es- 
sentials, especially in comparison with 
other crafts. From $10 to $15 should 
provide the basic necessities. Jewelry 
making also has the advantage that it 
can be enjoyed by those living in apart- 
ment: houses or in confined quarters. 
Although a regular shop or workroom 
is preferable, the craft can be carried 
-on very successfully in a small kitchen. 
And craftsmen who possess a little in- 
genuity and dexterity, Mr. Bovin asserts, 
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should find an adequate market for 
jewelry products which they desire to 
sell. 


F  epons DESCRIBING the properties and 
presenting other basic information 
on gold, silver, platinum and copper— 
the metals used for jewelry making, Mr. 
Bovin tells you how to carry on the 
fundamental jewelry processes, which 
include soldering, pickling, stripping, 
annealing, polishing and buffing, drill- 
ing, hardening and tempering, wire 
drawing, using the jeweler’s saw and 
blades, filing, and the use of domes, 
spheres, cones, shot and pyramids. 


Sections follow on the decorative 
processes (chasing and repoussé, etch- 
ing, engraving, enameling and gold and 
rhodium plating), casting, and the use 
of precious and semi-precious stones 
and the making of settings for such 
stones. In the section on casting Mr. 
Bovin deals at length with the centri- 
fugal casting, a development of the old 
lost wax process and the modern method 
used by dentists to cast inlays and 
bridges. Centrifugal casting, points out 
Mr. Bovin, is the newest and most ac- 
curate method of casting intricate 
jewelry and industrial objects. Its results, 
he says, are truly amazing, and because 
the technique is mechanical in nature, 
it can be easily developed and is within 
the scope of the average craftsman. 


After giving some advice on the im- 
portant matter of design and pointing 
out basic design rules, Mr. Bovin con- 
cludes his book with detailed instruc- 
tions for making specific rings, earrings, 
pins, tie clips, cuff links, chains, brace- 
lets, metal boxes and belt buckles. 

An appendix includes a listing of 





sources of supply for jewelry making 
tools, equipment and materials, and 


tables and charts having to do with the © 


various properties of metals, units of 
weights and measures and the like. 

This is a highly practical and informa- 
tive book, written by a man who not 
only knows all the aspects of his ‘sub- 
ject, but, and this is equally as impor- 
tant, knows through his own teaching 
experience how to convey those aspects 
to others in understandable terms.

teeny guide to the reproduc- 

tion of fine period furniture, “The 
Cabinetmaker’s Treasury” is especially 
designed to serve equally well the home- 
workshop enthusiast, the expert’ crafts- 
man, and the lover of antiques. The two 
authors who have collaborated on this 
volume are experts. F. E. Hoard is an 
experienced technical writer whose 
hobby for many years has been collecting 
antique furniture and clocks. He has 
written the text. A. W. Marlow is a 
well-known manufacturer of handmade 
period furniture reproductions. He has 
supplied much technical advice and has 
drawn for the book more than 100 full 
page working illustrations, including 
cross sections and detailed enlargements 
of unusual or difficult features in con- 
struction. 

The authors assume that those of their 
readers who want to turn out period 
reproductions know how to handle tools 
and have available at least a minimum 
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of these, but they do not assume that 
their readers are all expert cabinet- 
makers. For that reason they begin their 
book with a chapter describing and tell- 
ing how to carry out the essential 
processes in cabinetmaking. If you're 
already an expert, skip this, the authors 
suggest, but most readers will find much 
of value about such procedures as 
joinery drawer constructions, the fitting 
of table hinges, seat boring, moldings, 
construction of bracket feet, the shaping 
of legs, fluting, carving, inlaying, veneer- 
ing, finishing and rush seat weaving. 


OST OF the remainder of the book 

is devoted to instructions for the 
making of a wide variety of specific 
period reproductions of chairs, stools, 
tables, beds, cupboards, chests, desks, 
mirrors and dressing glasses, and clock 
cases. In these chapters you'll be told, 
for instance, how to make a Chippendale 
four-ladder chair, an early Queen Anne 
stool, a Sheraton bedside table, a Hep- 
plewhite bed, a mahogany corner cup- 
board, a Philadelphia lowboy, an Ox- 
bow-front desk, a Queen Anne mirror, 
a scroll-top grandfather clock. These are 
only examples selected from chapters 
which usually present illustrated instruc- 
tions for the making of several different 
examples of chairs, tables, beds or what- 
ever general type of furniture is in- 
volved.

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GARDENS ON BUTTONS 


BuTTON GARDENS AND DIMINUTIVE 
ARRANGEMENTS, by Florence Casebolt, 
(65 pages; illustrated; the Button Gar- 


den Studio, Berkeley, California; $3). 


ANY readers of PROFITABLE HOB- 
BIES undoubtedly recall the article 
about Florence Casebolt and her fasci- 
nating button gardens which appeared 
in the April, 1950, issue of this maga- 
zine. Now Mrs. Casebolt has written an 
entire book on the subject with hand- 


some illustrations that emphasize the | 


beauty and appeal of the tiny gardens. 

Mrs. Casebolt, who points out that she 
has always loved tiny flowers and little 
things, began making her button gar- 
dens during World War II and found 
that not only did they attract wide 
attention at Red Cross benefits but also 
had tremendous appeal to men in vet- 
erans’ hospitals. Not only did the soldiers 
find that the little gardens brightened 
their bedside tables, but many of them 
took up the hobby themselves and found 
that it helped pass monotonous hours. 
The therapeutic value of making the 
gardens is now firmly recognized, not 
only in veterans’ hospitals but also in 
children’s hospitals, civilian hospitals and 
in the homes of shut-ins. 


The base of a button garden is actual- 
ly a button, preferably a large one, but 
the kind which you may have in your 
button box, in your sewing machine 
drawer or which you can pick yp cheap 
at rummage sales, in the second hand 
stores and the like. On this button base 
the creator of the garden places such 
things as tiny figurines, usually inex- 
pensive, seaweed and shells picked up 
on the beach, tiny rocks, pieces of broken 
mirrors which can be used to represent 
ponds and lakes, colored sand, seeds and 
seed pods, dried miniature foliage, bits 
of drift wood, tree roots, moss, lichens, 
and the like. Small succulent plants and 
cacti provide the growing element in 
the gardens. They do not require soil 
but if given about a drop of water 
every day they will stay fresh for a long 
time and some, Mrs. Casebolt asserts, 
have been known to last a year.

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shown in photographs that the reader 
is bound to find gardens which will ap- 
peal to him and which he may want to 
copy or to adapt in accordance with his 
own desires and his ideas as to what is 
attractive. 

In addition to using buttons as bases, 
Mrs. Casebolt has found that Chinese 
porcelain spoons, with their graceful 
lines, will stand up without support and 
their bowls can be made the bases of 
unusually attractive miniature gardens 
made in the same way as the button 
gardens. She also includes chapters on 
two variations of her button garden 
hobby—the making of Lilliputian wood 
arrangements which utilize fragments of 
tree roots, bark and driftwood, and the 
use of buttons in lieu of vases as con- 
tainers for tiny arrangements of both 
fresh and dried flowers. If fresh flow- 
ers are to be used, a plastic bottle cap 
is inverted and fastened to the bottom 
of the button vase. It is filled with wa- 
ter and the stems of the flowers are 
inserted through the holes in the button 
to reach this water. 

Button gardens are becoming so pop- 
ular throughout the country and are 
being exhibited so frequently at flower 
shows and similar gatherings that Mrs. 
Casebolt has thought it wise to include 
a chapter on how to display your button 
gardens to make them appear at their 
best.

WHO BUT A YANKEE would find an artistic use for fish-bones? Miss Helen Morse, 
45 Fairview Terrace, Malden, Massachusetts, says the idea came to her as she was 
preparing a meal for a cat she had been asked to feed, during its mistress’ vacation. 

**As | looked at the haddock back bone,’’ recalls Miss Morse, “| thought to 
myself, ‘That’s pretty. | wonder what could be done with it.’ After some experiment- 
ing, | made a flower of five pieces of the vertebrae. Leaves were a problem. | finally 
decided to try orange peel, which, after scraping off the inside, is very pliable. First 
| cut the leaves, dry, then paint them. After a second drying | rub them with toilet 
water, to remove some of the paint and give them a bronzy effect.” 

The next step is to fasten flowers and leaves to wire, and cover the latter with 
long strips of the inner bark of trees, which are cemented in place. Then comes 
the tree, which may be any kind of twig or branch. 

Cactus plants, like the one at the right, are made of green rubber sponge. Every 
single cactus-plant spike (fish-bone) has to be cemented into the sponge. 

To make a bird, to set in the flowering tree, Miss Morse uses the bone that 
goes up into the fish’s neck. Pipe cleaner legs may be inserted by boring holes in 
the body.

The 
principle of developing four-leafed 
clovers is simple. Spot a runner that has 
a four-leaf clover, cut it off and replant. 
Gradually the majority of the plants 
will become four-leafed.

| gishaann SHIPS into bottles is a fairly 
common hobby, but George Covert, 
of Covina, California, scoffs at such 
traditional work. Covert bottles entire 
scenes! A trailer court, complete with 
seven trailers, electrical wiring, and land- 
scape is incased in a five-gallon water 
bottle. In a similar bottle, Covert has 
assembled a complete Nativity scene, 
perfect in every detail. Covert hand 
carves, paints, and. assembles the entire 
scene outside the bottle, then cuts the 
various pieces-into sections small enough 
to pass through the narrow bottle neck. 
Next, using specially adapted tools (tiny 
tweezers, long handled brushes, etc), 
Covert reassembles the scene inside the 
bottle. Each piece must be carefully 
glued into place and all “breaks” re- 
touched. It takes hours—and a steady 
hand, but the finished piece is perfect.

She has made “Exclusives by Lillian” her 
motto, and has built leather carving into 
a lucrative business. 

“Don’t confuse leather carving with 
leather tooling,” Mrs. Kahlen told me 
recently. “Let me show you the differ- 
ence.” 


She picked up a tooled leather book 
jacket which she had made in high 
school. “See how hard it is to see the 
design?” she asked. “That’s because tool- 
ing only presses the design into the 
leather, and over the years it has grad- 
ually smoothed itself out.” 

Mrs. Kahlen displayed a beautiful 
leather notebook cover with a picture of 
a horse deeply carved in it. “Here the 
design is carved right into the leather— 
it will Jast the lifetime of the leather 
itself,” she explained. 


RS. KAHLEN got her start in leather 

carving during the years she and 
her husband lived in a trailer, following 
construction jobs around the country. 


“Alben was a construction foreman,” 
she explained, “and we seldom stayed in 
one place more than eighteen months. 
Because it didn’t pay to rent a house at 
each new job, we lived in the trailer. 
We have no children, so for a long time 
I filled my spare time with knitting. 
But I didn’t find it creative enough, and 
I began to get bored with it. 

“I decided that it might be fun to 
take up weaving instead. We were in 
Peoria, Illinois, at the time, so I went 
to Tac-Town, a school of arts and crafts,

to sign up for a weaving class. Before I 
enrolled, however, I noticed a display 
of leather articles—and I forgot all 
about the weaving!” 


Mrs. Kahlen enrolled in the leather 
class instead, and after a few lessons had 
mastered all the principles of leather 
carving. She advanced so rapidly that 
soon the teacher wasn’t able to teach her 
any more. She branched out into designs 
and techniques of her own. 


One evening the director of the school 
took her aside and offered her the 
leather-craft teacher’s job. 

“To say I was flattered is an under- 
statement,” Mrs. Kahlen recalled, “but 
I refused the job. By then I was so in 
love with leather carving that I would 
have resented the hours spent in teach- 
ing others.” 

Lillian Kahlen doesn’t believe that a 
teacher can do much anyway, beyond 
teaching the basic principles of carving. 

“From there on,” she said, “it’s prac- 
tice, practice, practice. Nobody can 
teach you as much as you can teach 
yourself.” 


N THE craft school, Mrs. Kahlen used 

the ready-made patterns sold in 
leather findings stores. Her creative 
mind rebelled at this, because wher- 
ever she met leather work, she met 
duplicates. 

“I decided to make originals and 
adapt designs from other sources to 
leather carving,” she said, “so that I 
could feel I had something nobody else 
had.” 

Making original designs doesn’t 
mean that Mrs. Kahlen has had to study 
art. In fact, no artistic talent is required, 
other than the ability to arrange de- 
signs with an eye to good composition. 
Lillian’s adapted designs are taken from 
wallpaper, drapery material, pictures in 
seed catalogs, tree leaves, photographs, 
or anything else a customer wants du- 
plicated. 

The design to be copied is covered 
with a piece of tracing paper and the 
pattern traced through. A pattern for 
a handbag, for instance, may combine 
a leaf from a wallpaper sample, a flow- 
er from a seed catalog, and a back- 
ground figure taken from drapery ma- 
terials. When all the different _ parts 
are on tracing paper, Mrs. Kahlen 
makes copies of it for her files, be- 
cause this’ tracing-paper pattern can 
only be used once. 

She prepares the leather by soaking 
it first in water. This revives the juices 
of the leather so that the fibers hold 
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together and preserve the pattern per- 
manently. Mrs. Kahlen then wraps the 
piece in oiled paper and stores it in 
her refrigerator overnight, until the 
leather is almost back to its original 
color, 
“My husband and the _ teen-age 
brother and sister who board with us 
















a “camouflager.” The tools are chrome 
plated steel bars about half the size of 
a pencil, tipped with a patterned 
stamp. The pattern is pounded into the 
leather with a rawhide-covered mal- 
let. The background and camouflage 
tools usually have a fine pattern of 
circles or lines which Mrs. Kahlen

never come downstairs for midnight 
snacks without a good light,” Mrs. 
Kahlen said with a laugh. “What looks 
like a piece of roast beef may turn out 
to be the leather for a handbag!” 


= DESIGN is traced on the pre- 
pared leather by placing the paper 
pattern on top of the leather and scor- 
ing in the design with..a stylus, right 
through the paper. 

And then comes the carving, begin- 
ning with the background design. The 
first tool used is a “backgrounder” or 


stamps in all over the background area 
of her design. 

The edges of leaves and flower petals 
are cut in with a razor-sharp tool which 
cuts in about half the thickness of the 
leather. Next, a beveling tool is pound- 
ed along the cut lines of the back- 
ground _ side, which depresses the 
background and makes the leaf or 
flower stand out in relief. 

Each part of the design has a spe- 
cial tool to form it. Veiners form leaf 
veins, shaders shade petals and any- 
thing else that needs shadow effect, 
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turn-backs undercut the rolled edges of 
leaves so that they actually look as if 
they were rolled over. There are spe- 
cial-effects tools such as stars, whole 
flowers, entire leaf sprays, bucking 
broncos, acorns, the Masonic emblem, 
the fleur-de-lis, the head of a deer, and 
many others, which simplify the work 
for a beginner, and help an expert like 
Mrs. Kahlen to speed up her work. 
These stamps perform the work of 
several tools in one operation. 


Mrs. Kahlen has perhaps, 150 tools, 
representing a $500 investment. The 
designs range in price from 50 cents 
for a single dot background tool, to $5 
for the bucking bronco, although most 
of the tools are in the $1 to $2 range. 

“But just because I have a lot of 
tools, that doesn’t mean everyone muse 
have a lot,” said Mrs. Kahlen. “Al- 
though the fancy tools make the work 
faster, even the fancy designs can be 
carved with a few carefully selected 
tools. The bucking bronco, for ex- 
ample, could be carved with two or 
three very simple tools.” 

A good basic assortment for a be- 
ginning craftsman would include_a pro- 
fessional swivel cutter, a checked bar 
grounder, a tap beveler, a pear shader, 
a camouflager, a veiner, a shell, and 
two seeders. A kit containing these can 
‘be purchased for about $10.95. 


i eae A carved design has been 
completed, the leather is washed 
with oxalic acid, dried, and then coated 
with clear lacquer, for stain resistance. 
The item is then lined carefully. 





Mrs. Kahlen uses the best leather 
she can find in lining her products. 
She uses lizard-grained leather, suede, 
and unborn calf on heavier items such 
as book covers, brief cases, and hand- 
bags. Wallets, shoes, and othereitems 
where thickness is undesirable, are 
lined with skiver, a thin layer of flexi- 
ble leather which is literally “skinned” 
off the back of cowhide. 


Before a handbag or wallet can be 
lined, holes for the lacing are punched 
in the leather with a sharp tool which 
cuts several holes at once. Then the 
lining, with any desired pockets or 
zipper compartments already sewn in, 
is fastened with rubber cement. In 
the case of a handbag, the lining is 
smoothed over and over again as Mrs. 
Kahlen folds the. flat piece of. leather 
into the proper shape for a bag, to 
prevent dirt-catching creases in the 
lining. After the cement has dried, the 
lacing holes must be re-punched so that 
they run through the lining as well as 
through the outside leather. 

One of Mrs. Kahlen’s special de- 
signs, an embossed rose, requires pad- 
ding in addition to the usual lining. 
The rose is carved on the front of the 
leather, then worked from the reverse 
side to bring the rose out in high 
relief. Then the raised. rose is padded 
with cotton and the usual lining ap- 
plied over it. 


CC NE OF my newest ‘Exclusives by 
Lillian’ is carved leather- shoes,” 

said Mrs. Kahlen. 
Shoes are one of the most profitable

carved leather on the heels because they would wear down and be impossible to 
replace, except with an entirely new carved heel. 
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items Mrs. Kahlen makes. They take 
only $4 worth of material, and sell for 
$75. The shoemaker who forms the 
carved leather into shoes charges Mrs. 
Kahlen $30, so the profit is approx- 
imately $41 for one or two days’ work. 

“I ask a customer to bring in a pair 
of shoes which fit her well and in a 
style she likes,’ Mrs. Kahlen related, 
“and I make a paper pattern of the 
parts of the shoe which will be carved 
in leather. I follow the usual procedure 


_in tracing and carving, except that I 


use a piece of leather just slightly 
larger than the pattern calls for, in 
order to allow the shoemaker a little 
leeway.” 

After the shoemaker has partially 
finished the shoe, the customer comes | 
in for one or two fittings to make 
certain the straps are in the right place. 

The shoemaker’s $30 charge includes 
all the parts necessary for completing 
the shoe. All Mrs. Kahlen provides is 
the carved leather for the outside of 


the shoe. 
“I was lucky in finding John 
Schmittner, who is probably Mil- 


waukee’s best custom ‘shoemaker,” Mrs. 
Kahlen said. “I asked at the leather 
store where I buy my materials if 
they knew of a custom shoemaker, and 
they recommended Mr. Schmittner.” 

Mrs. Kahlen also makes book covers 
carved in a design to fit the mood 
of the book. She sells these covers for 
$25 each. They are often copied from 
the paper book jacket. Her cover de- 
sign fof Fulton Oursler’s “The Great- 
est Story Ever Told,” however, is an 
original. It is a full-length portrait of 
Christ with his arms outstretched. On 
the back cover is a spray of Easter 
lilies. 

“Faces are the most difficult thing 
to carve,” said Mrs. Kahlen, “and a 
whole design canebe ruined by getting 
the wrong expression on a face. This 
portrait of Christ took a lot longer to 
carve than any other design of similar 
size.” 

The name of the book is not carved 
into this particular cover, so it could 
be used as a cover for a Bible, prayer 
book, or favorite hymnal, or any other 
appropriate religious book. 


M*™ KAHLEN first began marketing 
her products by giving them to 
friends and relatives who worked in 
large factories or department stores. 
People who admired the strikingly 
beautiful items placed orders, and Mrs. 
Kahlen’s business increased steadily as 
more and more people showed her 
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products around. She makes a practice 
of inserting two or three of her busi- 
ness cards in a pocket of a handbag or 
wallet, so that admirers will immedi- 
ately know where to place their orders. 
Her handbags bring $60 and $70 each, 
and she charges $10 for a wallet. 


One of the people who admired Mrs. @ 


Kahlen’s work ,when it was shown by 
a friend was Dorothy Witte, a feature 
writer for the women’s page of the 
Milwaukee Journal. 


“Miss Witte called me one day and 
asked if I would bring some samples 
of my work down to the Jowrnal,” said 
Mrs. Kahlen. “I went down with a 
suitcase full of things, and she decided 
right then and there that she wanted 
to do an article-about me in the Sun- 
day Journal.” 

A number of things happened as a 
result of that article. First, Beulah 
Donohue, who conducts a woman’s 
program over WTMJ-TV, Milwaukee’s 
only television station, called Mrs. 
Kahlen and asked to feature her on 
a half hour program, showing all the 
steps in leather carving. 

“I was scared stiff,’ Mrs. Kahlen 
acknowledged, “but I saw what won- 
derful publicity it would be, so I 
agreed.” 

Take it from one of the fascinated 
viewers of the program that Mrs. 
Kahlen didn’t look the least bit ner- 
vous, and I’m sure leather carving won 
many new devotees. 

Another call came from the pro- 
ducer of the wrestling telecasts from 
WTMJ-TV. He wanted to interview 
her during one of the program inter- 
missions. 

“I don’t know if the. program 
brought me any customers,” Mrs. Kah- 
len said with a smile, “but I’m certain 
it reached an entirely different audi- 
ence.” 

Also as a result of the newspaper 
article, many people ordered handbags, 
belts, wallets, and many other things, 
and Lillian Kahlen was again asked 
to instruct people in leather carving. 
She is still holding out against the 
pleas of her would-be pupils. 

However, when the owner of the 
leather findings store where Mrs. 
Kahlen shops asked her to demonstrate 
leather carving at Milwaukee’s annual 
hobby show in August, Lillian agreed 
to do that much. 

“It was fun to get out and meet 
people,” Mrs. Kahlen recalled. “Leather 
carving is a rather solitary hobby.” 

Mrs. Kahlen has had offers from 
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MRS. KAHLEN DESIGNED THIS BOOK COVER for Fulton Oursler’s ‘“The Greatest 
Story Ever Told,’’ but has had customers buy similar ones for Bibles, prayer books, 
and hymnals. For this reason she has not included the title in the design.

stores in the Merchandise Mart in 
Chicago to purchase her work. They 
offered to buy her product at her retail 
price and take their own mark-up. 

“The catch,” she said, “is that they 
want a hundred handbags at a time, 
and I simply couldn’t provide that 
many every month or so, unless I set 
up a small factory. 

“I have also had good offers from 
small, exclusive shops here in Mil- 
waukee which would handle a smaller 
number of items. This sort of market 


is a good thing for the beginning 
craftsman. He can show samples of 
his work to shop owners in his city and 
will get orders, if the quality of his 
work is high. 

“Personally, I prefer to sell to indi- 
vidual customers. I’m not trying to 
make a big business out of it, but it 
seems to. be heading in that direction 
all by itself. My husband is getting a 
little annoyed—I even take along a 
couple of wallets to lace when we drive

Ee YOU think of an easier way to 
make hobby-profits than buying “a 
commodity for one price and then sell- 
ing it for 100 to 1,000 per cent profit 
with but little overhead involved? +

That is the way Don Davis of Oak- 
land, California, operates his part-time 
hobby. As a bonus he receives the thrill 
of the hunt, fun out of the unexpected 
humor of the buyer or seller and pleas-

shopping tour. Don says at least 100 per cent profit can be wrung out of anything 

from a whisk broom to a four poster bed, providing it.is old enough to be weaned. 

In less than two years he has bulged the walls of his garage outward with over 

$2,000 worth of clocks, tables, chairs, crockery, dressers, carvings, pictures, couches 
and other saleable merchandise. 
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ure out of the commodity’s historic fame, 
social function, sentimental value and 
age. 

Davis’ hobby is neither seasonal, sec- 
tional or restricted to either sex, old or 
young. Profits can be made on a shoe 
string capital investment and a few 
hours’ time a week; the hobby can be 
dropped and later resumed again. In- 
deed, it is one hobby the operator can 
tailor to fit his exact needs, one he can 
put into operation almost overnight. 

Davis calls himself a “Junk-Snupper 
—Dealer.” 

According to author Archie Butt, 
junk-snupper is a term applied to an 
antique collector by the late Mrs. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and defined as the art 
of finding quaint and valuable things 
in junk heaps. 

“You may be in a position to become 
a junk-snupper—dealer this very min- 
ute and not know it,” Davis says. “Look 
in your basement, snoop around in the 
attic, dig into that old trunk stored away 
in the garage.. Unless you're 100 per 
cent modern you'll find a chair, rug, 
platter or some other deadwood out of 
which a nice profit can be squeezed. 

“Once I salvaged an old coffee mill 
out of a box of tin cans in the basement 
of the home of a man who was moving 
out of town. He was glad to take $1 
for it, and I was more than glad to get 
it for $1. Since then I’ve refused $10 
for the mill. It’s worth every cent of 
$20.

“Furthermore, an article doesn’t have 
to be a genuine antique to bring in a 
profit in this junk-snupping business. 
Some reproductions are so old that they 
too are worth money. Stuff with a gay 
nineties pedigree and even younger is 
selling now that it’s popular to own 
something old enough to have whiskers. 
Recently an advertisement appeared in a 
local newspaper offering two wagon 
wheels at $25 each. At those prices four 
wheels would bring in more than the 
original cost of a complete wagon. And 
wagons were pretty much ‘in use only 
forty years ago.” 


T IS instructive to listen to Davis tell 

about the fakes, imitations and re- 

productions of antiques from Carver 
chairs to New England highboys. 

With the aid of fine birdshot a skilled 
mechanic manufactures worm holes 
realistic enough to fool some collectors 
and experts. With a bucket of paint, a 
wood rasp and a ball peen hammer and 
a few hours time he adds 100 years of 
age in appearance to a board still hot 
from the heat of a dry kiln. He uses 
chains to wear off the edges of tables 
and acids and rusty nails to stain the

Davis watches for machine planed 
wood when it should show hand tool 
marks. His eyes search the joinery for 
rabbet and dowels where mortise and 
tenon or dovetail joints should be. He 
knows drawer runners wear deep and 
smooth with age and use, and that old 
chair legs wear down on the front edges 
of the front legs and the back part of 
the back legs while being dragged to 
and from a table for 200 years. 


Pine primitives should be checked for 
lumber thickness. Anything less than an 
inch in thickness should be eyed with 
suspicion. Knots were taboo by the old 
cabinetmakers who used the widest pos- 
sible boards, often eighteen inches in 
width, on tops and chest ends. Conse- 
quently, too many narrow boards are 
a giveaway along with puttied nail heads 
and perfectly round wooden pegs. 


“Buying for resale and building a 
robust business is no major problem,” 
Davis says. “Just consider value, which 
means sentimental and historic interest, 
quality, age, rarity and condition. A desk 
once owned by George Washington has 
more value than its exact twin owned 
by an unknown citizen, just as a Windsor 
chair in good condition is worth more 
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HERE ARE SOME of the fruits of Don Davis’ junk-snupping expedition. In the right 
foreground, is a buckboard seat which cost Davis 50 cents. At the base of each spring 
a hardwood cleat or foot will be installed, the springs cleaned of all rust and foreign 
matter, the seat scraped, sanded and refinished to bring out the natural grain of the 
wood, then sold as a coffee table for $15. Enough buckboard seats can’t be found 
to supply the demand for such tables. On the seat is an 1860 wooden brace for 
holding auger bits. Some of the picture frames will be converted into what-not racks 
or shelves by securing the frame to the front of a wooden box of proper dimensions.

shells; the American Indians used con-' 


veniently sized shells as money and for 
barter, as well as for- bodily decoration. 
Certain tribes of Indians carved cameos 
from shells, or made exquisite buttons 
from some types of clam. At the present 
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time cup-shaped shells serve as nut 
cups, while abalones are suitable as soup 
dishes, or planters for small flora. The 
large spiral types make graceful vases. 


Geographically speaking,.shells have 
a universal distribution, certain kinds 
occurring only in cold waters, with an 
entirely different line found in tropical 
seas..Many of our armed forces who 
were stationed near Australia and in the 
South Seas brought home enormous, 
handsome shells that lend themselves to 
outstanding flower arrangements, plant- 
ers, or interesting conversation pieces. 


So, all in all, it was a lucky happen- 
stance that gave Mrs. Avis the impetus 
toward such a fascinating hobby. She 
began with one of the simplest examples 
of shellcraft—a pair of rose earrings. 
She borrowed the makings from her 
roommate—a small package of rose- 
colored baby cup shells which resemble 
the petals of a flower, some lucines, a 
pair of blank earrings, a couple of 
plastic earring discs, a tube of the 
“stickingest” household cement and some 
tiny tweezers. 


In order to hold the work steady and 
have both hands free, Mrs. Avis screwed 
a blank earring to the edge of a paste- 
board box. To this earring, she cemented 
the small plastic disc to make a founda- 
tion that would be durable. When it 
was dry enough to be handled, she 
picked up a baby cup with the points 
of the tweezers, gently squeezed the 
tube of cement, touched the edge of 
the shell to it, then placed the shell 
on the outer edge of the disc with the 
hinged side up. Using one baby cup 
after another, she constructed a border

around the outer edge of the disc, com- 
pleting the circle. 


Continuing to work in a circle, she 
lapped the last shell over the previous 
one to give the rose a natural appear- 
ance. When all the baby cups were in 
place, she glued two of the tiny lucines 
almost touching each other at dead 
center to give the illusion of a rose 
just beginning to open. (Had she 
wanted to create a fully opened rose, 


she would have placed the baby cups 
with their rounded edges up.) 


i= FINISHING the earrings, Mrs. 
Avis sent for an illustrated catalog 
which pictured a bewildering array of 
shells, all named, and with directions - 
and charts for making the most effec- 
tive use of them. She began to put in 
as much time on shell jewelry as her 
condition permitted, and she derived

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great pleasure from giving her com- 
pleted work to her friends. 

She had no thought of commercializ- 
ing her newly found art, but, as her 
jewelry had begun to take on a profes- 
sional touch, her nurse one day asked 
to buy a brooch and earring set. They 
settled upon $2.50 as a fair price, and 
soon Marie was selling to many of her 
friends who work for a living, and they, 
in turn, were taking orders for more. 
So, her convalescence proved to be a 
profitable period, for, from an invest- 
ment of a few dollars, she realized ap- 
proximately $300.

Arthur became almost as apt as Marie 
in spotting a promising specimen for 
their beginning collection—which, by 
the way, is still growing.

never sold any of ‘these, preferring to 
keep them as little figurines of fun to 
place on shelves or in odd corners about 
the home which she and Arthur love 
so much. 


Marie’s first figurine made from pur- 
chased merchandise was a dignified 
matron ten inches tall which she calls 
Rose. Rose was dressed mostly in the 
larger type of shell, the fluted-scoop 
sort called scallop shells. They form 
the voluminous draped skirt, as well as 
the sedate bonnet. They are white, with 
a touch of pastel flower decor here 
and there. Considering Rose somewhat 
in the role of mascot, Marie has never 
parted with her. Rose’s simple ward- 
robe proved to be entirely too easy for 
Marie’s ambitious fingers— and soon 
she was turning out flirtatious misses, 
coy ladies, and Hula dancers about two 
inches high, and giving them away to 
her friends to use for favors and table 
decorations.

Mc: POPULAR stamp issued during 
1952 was the three-center com- 
memorating the 50th anniversary of the 
American Automobile Association. It 


sold 514 million copies. Most popular .

was the Newsboys of America com- 
memorative, which surpassed the 
600,000 figure. As of the first nine 
months of last year, almost 17 million 
commemoratives had been sold, which 
represented close to $600,000 and 5 
million covers cancelled, in round 
figures. 

‘Over 100 suggestions have -been 
made to the Post Office Department 
for 1953 commemoratives. One is for 
a stamp in memory of Amelia Earhart 
to commemorate the 50th anniversary 
of aviation. A second is for a stamp to 
commemorate the centennial of the 
stamped envelope. Thomas D. Perry, 
through the United Postal Stationery 
and the United States Envelope Society, 
has submitted sketches for the centen- 
nial commemorative stamped envelope 
which they would like to have issued 
on July 1, 1953.

ee Y—BUT I wish I could do that!” 

said a 74-year-old grandmother 
as she sat in for the first time on a 
class in fabric painting conducted by 
Kay Ganje. 

People have been saying that to Mrs. 
Ganje for the last three years, ever 
since this young St. Paul matron began 
giving painting lessons in her home. 
And she always answers back: “You will 
be doing it—soon!” 

Watching Mrs. Ganje paint an 
organdy cocktail napkin, or a child’s 
pinafore, or a kitchen curtain, the proc- 
ess looks like a simple one; but when

you try it you find the job is not quite 
as easy as it looks. Like any other 
worth-while hobby, fabric painting takes 
times to master. It is essential to learn 
before doing! Kay Ganje’s fabric paint- 
ing is unusual in that she employs an 
Oriental technique which she, herself, 
learned quite by accident. 


a through the help wanted 
advertisements in a St. Paul news- 
paper one evening nearly three years 
ago, Kay Ganje noticed an advertise- 
ment for an artist, which stated “part 
time considered.”

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to art had always interested this young 


- woman—even when she was a little girl 


she used to-draw instead of playing with 
dolls! Mrs. Ganje had some spare time 
on her hands, so she answered the ad- 
vertisement. 

If a fortune-teller had told her at 
that time that within a few months . 
she would be an instructor in painting, 
and also operate a profitable home busi- 
ness in art work with a woman she had 
never even met, Kay Ganje would have 
laughed and said—‘Not me! I have a 
husband and family to look after.” 

But that is just what has happened. 
Today, Kay Ganje looks after her 
family; but she also does art work, in 


' +partnership with Mrs. Frances Hayes, 


that nets these two young women extra 
money for luxuries which they other- 
wise would not be able to enjoy. 

“The astounding thing is,” says Mrs. 
‘Ganje, “that each month we do more 
painting, yet. still accomplish all our 
home duties and have leisure for fun, 
too. It’s just a matter of learning how 
to use time. Not waste it!” 

But to get back to that eventful ad- 
vertisement. The job was painting 
organdy aprons for an apron manufac- 
turing company and the work could be 
done at home. The aprons were painted 
with a different technique from any 
Mrs. Ganje had ever seen—it, had a 
shadowy Oriental look. Kay Ganje was 
curious about the technique and upon 
questioning learned that the woman 
who had begun painting these aprons 
was taught by someone who had been 
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instructed in the art in the Orient. Mrs. 
Ganje was quick to learn the new proc- 
ess. The more aprons she painted, the 
more fascinated she became. 

“I began experimenting on other 
fabrics,” relates Mrs. Ganje, “and found 
myself spending every spare moment 
with my paints and a piece of material.” 


O™ DAY her employer asked Mrs. 
Ganje to demonstrate the painting 
of the aprons at one of St. Paul’s de- 
partment stores. Many of the people 
who stopped to watch her paint asked if 
she would teach this particular tech- 
nique, Among them was Mrs. Hayes, 
also of St.-Paul, who was obviously 


keenly interested in this unusual type. 


of painting. Fran Hayes had taught art 
in grade schools and done four other 
types of fabric ‘painting but never 
achieved the results she wanted. The 
work Mrs. Ganje was doing seemed to 
be the answer to her needs. 

So it was not surprising that Mrs. 
Ganje and Mrs. Hayes arranged to meet 
the following day for further discus- 
sion. Very soon after that meeting ‘they 
worked out a set of lessons, using basic 
techniques. for the various fabrics, and 
including those for painting flowers, 
birds, animals, fruit, etc. Together they 
organized classes in painting for hobby- 
minded people, and they are currently 
writing a book of instruction on their 
method of painting (no such book is 
now available). No sooner had these 
two women opened their homes to stu- 
dents, then neighbors asked for their 
hand-painted articles, friends talked 
about such items as their kitchen cur- 
tains with painted recipes scattered all 
over them, of their personalized. ‘ties, 
etc. One person told another and soon 
both Mrs. Ganje and Mrs. Hayes were 
selling all the things they could paint. 

These two enterprising women have 
proved that a young mother need not 
confine her activity to cooking and 
child care alone. Much as they love their 
children and their husbands and their 
homes, they want to be an entity in 
themselves. With prices going up-up-up 
—what family today can’t use more 
money? 

“Besides,” Mrs. Hayes adds, “just be- 
cause you are a mother you don’t have 
to smother your talents!” 


b gro ASKED about the equipment 
necessary to begin fabric painting 
either as a hobby or a profession, Mrs. 
Ganje came up with this encouraging 
bit of information: “Very little. In fact, 
your initial outlay need not exceed $3.” 
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FABRIC PAINTING has its appeal to youngsters as well as grownups, at least in 
the Ganje and Hayes families. Trying their hand here are, left to right, John Hayes, 
Donald Ganje and Mary Hayes. 


All you really need to get started on 
a project similar to that engaged in by 
Mrs. Ganje and Mrs. Hayes is six small 
tubes of artists oil paint (the same kind 
used for painting on canvas) in these 
basic colors: American vermilion, cobalt 
or ultramarine blue, chrome yellow, 
light or medium, ivory black, zinc white, 
burnt sienna. 

You need two brushes—one flat stiff 
bristle brush with short bristles (No. 1 


or No. 2), and one round sable water 
color brush (No. 2 or No. 3). The sable 
brush must come to a fine point for 
outlining and small details. Every artist 
needs a palette. But Mrs. Ganje is quick 
to state that you do not need to go 
out to buy one. A palette may be a 
coffee-can cover, a plate, a piece of 
glass, wax paper, anything on which you 
can mix paint. You do need a pinning 
board. But this, too, you can find around

the house. It can be a piece of heavy 
cardboard cut out of a corrugated box. 
A few glass top tacks or common pins 
will secure your fabric to your board. 
Then, too, you'll want some white 
gasoline for thinning your paints and 
cleaning your brushes, and a paint rag. 
White gasoline may be purchased at 
your service station for under 10 cents 
a quart. 

“You don’t have to be a skilled artist 
to begin fabric painting,” Mrs. Ganje 
points out. “About 98 per cent of our 
students turn out very satisfactory work 
by the time they have completed our 
basic course. You can copy your designs 
from magazines, wallpaper, from almost 
any picture! There are two points to 
keep in mind when doing this type of 
painting, though, without which I be- 
lieve perfection cannot be achieved. 
First, your paint must be thinned to the 
proper consistency for the type of fabric 
on which you are working—about the 
consistency of coffee cream for thin 
material, heavier for heavier materials. 
Second, your brush must be blotted dry 
in order to achieve the brush stroke to 
give the Oriental effect which distin- 
guishes this type of painting from all 
others.” 

In fabric painting it is important to 
paint from light to dark. “Put your light- 
est shade on first and shade in the dark- 
er,’ cautions Mrs. Hayes. “Highlights 
must be left from the lightest shade, 
instead of put in last as in other painting.” 
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Mrs. Ganje goes’ on to explain: “To 
put a white highlight on after the de- 
sign is painted, you would have to have 
the paint.too thick and this would spoil 
the effect.” 


ty HE BASIC course given by these two 
young women consists of six lessons, 
during which the student is instructed 
in how. to paint on organdy, linen, heavy 
cottons, silk, rayon, satin, and terry 
cloth. Enrolled as students are grand- 
mothers as well as teen-agers, artists as 
well as non-professionals. At first, stu- 
dents paint from patterns supplied by 
either Mrs. Ganje or Mrs. Hayes; but 
during the course they learn how to get 
ideas, adapt them to their needs, and 
make their own patterns. Because all 
classes are conducted at home, the group 
is limited to ten students at each session. 

Recently, Mrs. Ganje and Mrs. Hayes 
have added an advanced course to their 
curriculum. Almost everyone who took 
the basic course wanted more lessons. 
The advanced course teaches more com- 
plicated designs, painting on items like 
wearing apparel, etc. and it also includes 
two lessons in painting on plastic (Mrs. 
Ganje and Mrs. Hayes have developed 
their own technique for plastic). In the 
advance course each person is usually 
making something different and each 
design is different; so classes are limited 
to six students so that more individual 
attention may be given. 









Fo ASPIRING artists Mrs. Ganje and 
Mrs. Hayes offer some helpful hints 
on how to paint on fabric. They suggest 
you select a rather simple article to begin 
with. Organdy is an easy fabric on which 
to work; and your article might be an 
apron, or a place mat, or a bridge table 
cover, with a butterfly design. 

First, trace a picture of a butterfly 
(just the outline will do, and if you 
wish, trace in a few details) or draw it 
freehand. Place your paper on your pin- 
ning board and pin your organdy apron 
over it, putting the design in the lower 
‘left-hand corner (a pocket usually goes 
in the upper right-hand corner.) Pin 
it down with glass top tacks or pins, 
being careful not to scratch the ma- 
terial, but make sure it is pinned firmly. 
Squeeze out on your palette a small 
amount of black, burnt sienna and yel- 
low paints (amounts about the size ot 
a pea). Thin a small amount of the 
burnt sienna oil paint with the white 
gasoline (keep only a small amount of 
the gasoline in an open container when 
using it) to the consistency of light 
cream, dipping your sable brush into 
the gasoline first, then thinning the 
paint. Twirl your brush in the paint to 
fill it, then blot it on your paint rag 
until the gasoline is all blotted out and — 
the paint remains. : 

Outline the wings of the butterfly 
with as long strokes as possible, using 
a light touch. Then clean your brush, 
and with the same brush, thin some 
black paint and paint the body, first 
outlining it, then painting with a down- 
ward curve, across the body. Next, 
shade in the edges, leaving a highlight 
down the entire length of the body in 
the center. Be sure to remember to blot 
the brush each time, before touching 
it to the fabric. Clean the brush. 

Take: the stiff bristle brush, and thin 
a small amount of yellow paint. Fill 
your brush by brushing it flatly on the 
palette; then blot until the gasoline is 
blotted out. Starting from the body, and 
using a light touch, stroke with a curved 
brush stroke out over the wing, and 
sweep your brush up over the fabric 
so that you will not have a harsh, 
definite ending of the brush stroke. 
Cover the wing, and be sure your brush 
is dry enough so that your brush strokes 
show, with a shadowy look. The strokes 
should “fan out” from the body over 
the wing. 

Now clean the yellow paint from the 
brush and thin some burnt sienna in 
the same manner. Blot the excess gaso- 
line off the brush. Starting from the

All 
you need are ideas and paper to put 
them on... and the “trades” will pay 
as high as $100 for a well-written 
piece.

for more than ten years and making a 
living at it. I'll let you in on a few 


of my secrets in a vocation that started 
as my hobby. 


Basically, the trade journal article is a 
story to inform the butcher, the baker, 


the candlestick maker “how to.” How to 
increase sales, how to cut costs, how 
to have good labor relations, how to 
improve products, how to advertise and 
how to solve other problems common 
to his trade. The trade magazines also 
buy oddities, fillers, success and hobby

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stories, but their chief function is to 
supply information to members of the 
trade which will help them make their 
businesses more profitable. 


To become a trade journalist all you 
do is seek out the butchers, bakers, can- 
dlestick makers, druggists, grocers and 
other tradesmen who have wznusual 
stories to tell, and write them up. Un- 
usual stories are not limited to big busi- 
ness; therefore, you can write trade 
journal articles no matter where you live. 
The first articles I ever sold were writ- 
ten about a jeweler and a painter in a 
town of barely 3,500 population. 


HE CRITERIA used by editors in 

judging the worth of a trade story 
are: “Is it unusual? Is it informative? 
Will it help others in the trade?” 


Keep these questions in mind when 
looking for ideas. And where do you 
get ideas? By reading newspapers and 
magazines (including the advertise- 
ments), listening to the radio and TV 
(especially the commercials), talking to 
tradesmen from whom you buy, getting 
acquainted with officers of trade asso- 
ciations, and by keeping your eyes and 
ears open and your “nose for news” 
twitching. : 

For beginners, it’s a good plan to 
follow the old axiom of the writing 
profession: “Write about what you 
know best.” So, if you are a grocery 
clerk, radio repairman, insurance sales- 
man, nurse, secretary, write about your 
own line of work. 
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product. 


“The Writer’s Market” (available in 
most libraries) lists fields in over sev- 
enty categories with more than 1,100 
magazines, ranging from advertising to 
tobacconist trade papers. Your own field 
is in there somewhere; write a story for 
one of its journals. 

Here’s how! First, find a suitable sub- 
ject and obtain sufficient facts to en- 
able you to write a brief outline of 
what your intended story will cover. 
Second, send your outline, with a query 
as to his interest, to the editor of a mag- 
azine covering the field in which your 
subject is engaged. 

Third, (if you get an assignment 
from an editor) interview the person 
or persons who can give you the com- 
plete facts needed for your article. 
Fourth, write the story, presenting your 
facts in an interesting and orderly 
manner. 

Want a typical example? Here’s one 
about the proverbial baker. One of my 
friends is a store manager for a Los 
Angeles baking firm. She frequently 
gives me the house organ published for 
her company’s employees. By reading 
the magazine, I learned how the com- 
pany is outstanding in providing good 
working conditions, good pay, recrea- 
tional activities, employee benefits of 
various kinds, and in taking a genuine 
interest in the welfare of its “co-work- 
ers,” as employees are called. 

I recognized this company’s “good 
neighbor” as well:as “good labor” policy 
as meat for a story. A query outlining 
my idea and the treatment I intended 
using was shot off to a baker’s journal.

An assignment was forthcoming and 
I got in touch with the public relations 
director of the baking company. In an 


interview, he gave me facts, figures and - 


anecdotes, obtained a statement from 
the president of the company and ar- 
ranged for interviews with the per- 
sonnel director and other executives. 
From workers I got the employees’ side 
of the picture. 

At the typewriter, my first problem 
was to get a “lead,” or opening para- 
graph. A “lead” should have a “hook,” 
which in writing parlance means a line 
that “hooks” the reader’s interest and 
gets him into the story. : 

Switches on well-known phrases us 
ually catch a reader’s eye, so I para- 
phrased an adage for my opening line, 
as follows: “To paraphrase an old adage 
... it takes two to make a business— 
labor and management.” 


I then went on to tell how labor re- 
lations at the Van de Kamp Baking 
Company of Los Angeles were a “fam- 
ily affair,’ with contributions being 
made by both labor and management. 
I backed up my statements with specific 
facts, called the article “Family Affair” 
and it sold to Bakers’ Helper for $85. 


= BEGINNING of another story, 
which I did for a dry cleaners’ trade 
paper, was a tip from one of my “pipe- 
lines.” A pipeline in reporter’s slang 
is a news source. Every trade writer 
should develop them. 
My source for the tip was a man in 
the cleaning field who tipped me that 
Kirk’s Cleaners of Los Angeles were

doing an unusual job of cleaning and 
refinishing flying suits for the army. 
The informant knew enough about the 
plant to give me a basis for an outline 
and I queried an editor I thought would 
be interested. 

My query brought a “go ahead” to 

me at my Burbank, California, home 
and an interview was arranged with 
owner, C. K. Kirkpatrick. An hour was 
first spent in his office getting overall 
background on the firm’s operational 
methods. 
. After a thorough briefing, which in- 
cluded inspection of forms and paper 
work, explanation of routing system 
and description of machinery and chem- 
icals used, Mr. Kirkpatrick personally 
conducted me on a tour of the plant. 
Step by step, we went through the en- 
tire process from reception of the gar- 
ments to final loading for delivery. 
Copious notes had to be taken due to 
the highly technical process involved. 

I also plied Mr. Kirkpatrick with 
questions which he answered in specific 
detail, being as eager as myself that 
the completed story be factually cor- 
rect. He also encouraged his employees 
to volunteer information and each in- 
dividual operation was personally dem- 
onstrated for me so that I would be 
able to describe it accurately. 

This was the first stage of the story. 
The second was writing it, and this con- 
sisted mostly of organizing my vo- 
luminous factual information and pre- 
senting it in an interesting way. Due 
to my attention to detail and Mr. Kirk-

S* YEARS ago my wife and I ran 
across a spare time money making 
idea, quite by accident, that has been a 
source of pleasure and financial remu- 
neration ever since. The fact that we 
had wanted to preserve photographically 
a series of very funny newspaper pic- 
tures, featuring a man who could swal- 
low his chin, really started us on this 
interesting hobby. 

One day when we. were showing the 
pictures we had made to a group of 
friends, a woman said to her husband, 
“Maybe Mr. Cox could copy that picture 
of Uncle Henry, which is the only one 
in existence, and I could have an extra 


‘print to send to my sister.” Whether 


it was the contortionist that reminded 
her of her Uncle Henry or the fact that 
we had successfully copied a photograph 
which impelled her to have her uncle’s 
picture reproduced, I don’t know. But 
we made the picture for her and received 
payment for it. This gave us the idea 
for which we had been looking and 
from it we have developed a little gold 
mine right in our Orlando, Florida, 
home. : 

Our business is to make photographic 
reproductions from either new or ancient 
photos. The field is broad and full of 
opportunities. We have also made copies 
of marriage certificates, ministerial cre- 
dentials, diplomas, letters, charts, printed 
matter and art work. 

Mrs. Cox and I had been developing 
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films and making our own prints for 
years. We had been wanting to develop 
a spare time money making project, 
along photographic lines, that would be 
the means of bringing in extra money. 
It had to be something we could do at 
home. Knowing how to develop a film 
and make contact prints is one thing; 
knowing how to reproduce an old 
photograph by copying, is quite another. 
This, we had to learn from scratch: Any- 
one can learn it if he is willing to apply 
himself. It was a real challenge to us. I 
was employed and Mrs. Cox had our 
two children and her household duties 
to care for. Every hour we could spare 
was spent studying and experimenting 
with our new found craft. One learns 
by doing. We borrowed everything 
available from the library on the sub- 
ject. We wrote to the Eastman Kodak 
Co., Rochester, New York, for informa- 
tion on copying. We learned about films, 
filters, papers, developers and the proper 
type of camera for this work. 


 Ragrersa AN old 5-by-7 view camera, 
which we purchased for $10, gave 
us something to start with. We bought 
a book entitled “Negative Retouching 
and Print Finishing,” by Draper and 
Harkness, published by the Ziff-Davis 
Publishing Co. This little book was 
worth its weight in gold to us. From it 
we learned something about retouching 
negatives ant! prints. Knowledge of how 
to do this is an absolute essential in our 
line of work. After spending a number 
of weeks in study and practice, we felt 
we were ready to invest in a more elab- 
orate camera. We located a 314-by-414 
Graflex camera with a double extension 
bellows for $125. It was equipped with 
a Schneider Xenar f.4.5 lens, six film 
holders and a couple of filters. We had 
decided on this type of camera because 
of its versatility. It is a combination 
reflex and ground glass focusing fnstru- 
ment and so far out-performed the old 
camera that the latter was discarded 
entirely. 

In experimenting, we found that any 
camera has its limitations. The make of 
the lens is not so important. Any good 
lens that will give sharp definition over 
a flat field will be satisfactory as far as 
the lens is concerned. The double ex- 
tension bellows is necessary in copy work 
because the photographer has to copy 
small pictures as well as larger ones. 
The extra extension permits a slight 
enlargement even at the time of copy- 
ing. :

Outgrown Garment Shop

ene OVER high clothing prices 
and what to do about them, 
started Mrs. Alberta Drake, a Denver 
mother, on an interesting hobby that 
quickly turned into a profitable busi- 
ness. 

In 1946, as a clerk in the boy's 
department of a downtown Denver 
store, Mrs. Drake sympathized with her 
customers who complained of the high 
prices. It was not only that mothers 
laid out goodly sums for the clothing 
but that their boys outgrew it when 
it was scarcely worn. 

. She heard the very real problem of 
the mother with a closet of “next-to- 
new” outgrown clothing, now useless 
to her, and the mother who needed a 
closet of clothing and actually could 
not afford to pay the current prices. 

“I used to lie awake nights,” Mrs. 
Drake recalls, “trying to figure out how 
those women could get together. Some 
had perfectly good clothes going to 
waste, on which they had received very 
little return for their original invest- 
ment; others, who couldn’t afford it, 
were faced with having to buy a suit 
for a party or graduation exercise which 
would be outgrown before it could be 
used.” 


ey, MRS. Drake’s hobby began 
to take form. Why couldn’t she 
run an outgrown clothing exchange? 

The idea was still revolving-in her 
mind, when her husband decided that 
they should buy a house with workshop 
space where he could perfect an electric 
digger he was inventing. While shop- 
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ping for a house, they found one which 


‘ not only had living quarters with a 


workshop in the rear but a store front 
facing the street. Mrs. Drake decided 
to start on her hobby. 

The capital investment was small. 
Her husband built a few shelves and 
racks, and painted them. “Outgrown 
Clothing Store” was lettered on the 
front of the building. Mrs. Drake 
passed out cards among her friends and 
wrote letters to many of her customers 
at the store where she clerked. In 
October, 1946, she opened her store 
from 6 to 9 o'clock every evening. 

The seller placed his_own price on 
the article of clothing. Then Mrs. Drake 
added 25 per cent as her commission 
for handling and the garment was 
placed on sale. In that manner, Mrs. 
Drake avoided investing a great deal 
of capital and if the clothing didn’t 
sell in several months the owner could 
reclaim it. 

In pricing, Mrs. Drake always insists 
that the price be low enough to be a 
real bargain for the buyer. Most articles, 
including her commission, come to 
about half of what they sold for orig- 
inally. 

Bookkeeping is rather detailed, for 
she has to keep a record of everything 
brought in and by whom. 


: ined THE beginning, Mrs. Drake 
was very particular about the con- 
dition of the articles she would accept 
for resale. They have to be clean and 
have plenty of wear left in them. She 
turns down anything with worn spots, 
ripped seams or holes. “My customers 
don’t want them,” she says. 

She carries garments from infants 
wear to twenty-year sizes, but quickly 





found that tiny baby wear did not 
sell. 

A young woman who was shopping 
turned up her nose at the baby things. 
“I’m sorry,” she said. “Maybe I’m funny, 
but I want brand new things for MY 
baby.” 

“This must be your first,” replied 
Mrs. Drake. 

“No,” said the woman, “my seventh.” 

Mrs. Drake also avoids selling hats 
and shoes because of the fitting prob- 
lems involved. 

Snowsuits for little tots enjoy a good 
market. Last season Mrs.*Drake could 
have used 200 more snowsuits in sizes 
from 4 to 10. 

Boys’ sizes from 4 to 10 are the 
hardest ones to keep in stock as lads 
this age are so hard on clothes they 
wear them out. 

Size 12 is the most abundant one in 
both boys’ and girls’ wear because chil- 
dren grow so fast at this age. Many of 
the boys’ suits that come in have been 
worn only once or twice, as the boys 
don’t like to dress up. 

Formals in lovely condition are a 
good bargain at half the prices. 


S TARTING HER shop with the idea of 
servicing the poor, Mrs. Drake has 
found that “everybody buys, but mostly 
the thrifty in-between people.” Most 
customers who take in something to 
sell see an article to buy. 

Mrs. Drake is surprised at the num- 
ber of really well-to-do people who 
bring her wonderful garments in fine 
condition and she is glad to be able 
to pass such fine merchandise on to 
her customers at greatly reduced prices. 

At the- end of every season, one 
wealthy woman brings in her daugh- 
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ter’s complete wardrobe. This year 
there were eighty-nine garments, all 
in perfect condition. Mrs. Drake has 
as a customer another mother with 
a daughter a bit younger who waits for 
this particular wardrobe to come in. 

She also has as customers several 
young business girls who watch for the 
expensive but seldom. worn gowns of 
a wealthy Denver society woman who 
must dress well but can seldom wear 
the same thing twice. Occasionally she 
brings Mrs. Drake a Hattie Carnegie 
model. 

Garments which are neither sold nor 
reclaimed are bundled up by Mrs. 
Drake and given to Judge Philip Gil- 
liam who gives them to needy persons 
he supervises in the juvenile court. 

After part time operation from 
October, 1946, to July, 1947, Mrs. 
Drake decided her hobby of helping 
people buy and sell outgrown clothing 
was so successful that she could devote 
all her time to it. 

In the subsequent five years of full- 
time operation, word-of-mouth has 
been effective advertising for Mrs. 
Drake’s enterprise. A few dollars for 
listing in the phone book and several 
newspaper stories on her unusual store 
have also brought her many customers. 
About her only expense has been a 
city license which she found she had 
to have. 

Her hobby is unusual, interesting, 
profitable, and most of all satisfying. 
“We have a saying here,” she says, “that 
every transaction makes three people 
happy: the person who sells the article, 
the one who buys it, and I.” 


Vases From Plastic 
R. E. Eshmeyer 


C= FACSIMILES to cut glass are the 
bud vases and towel racks made out 
of scrap Plexiglas by Charles Christner 
of Akron, Ohio. He got started in this 
lucrative hobby while managing a war 
surplus store. 

Among the many hobbyists who came 
to this store was a teacher of’ plastics, 
who constantly bought all the scrap 
Plexiglas he could get. This man tried 
to interest Christner in developing a 
Plexiglas hobby for himself, but Christ- 
ner remained unimpressed for a long 
time. The teacher was transferred to 
another city, and began ordering Plexi- 
glas scraps by mail. Business letters be- 
came friendship letters. Always the 
teacher urged Christnér to get started, 
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because he knew he would love it. 

One day this teacher brought Christ- 
ner a jig that he had used for making 
bud vases. That was several years ago. 
Today Christner’s basement workshop 
contains all the electrical tools needed 
to turn out bud vases—most of them 
birthday and Christmas gifts from his 
wife. Besides the four different styles 
of bud vases he now makes he has de- 
veloped two styles of towel racks, similar 
to the vases in the process of manu- 
facture. 

Christner has all the work he can 
possibly do along with his regular job 
in a project planning department at an 
aircraft plant. He feels the need of an 
occasional fishing trip, too, and he is a 
Sunday school superintendent where the 
enrollment is around 300. 


O MAKE either a bud vase or a towel 
rack the first step is to make the jig. 
Hard wood or one-inch or so plywood 
is used for a base. On this the design 


is carefully drawn. The outside pieces 


are sawed. out of hardwood and are 
permanently mounted upon the base. 
The function of these parts is to hold 
the softened Plexiglas in place. If the 
wood is resinous the plastic may stick. 
One way to avoid this is to burn the 
resin off. Another way is to line the 
inner side with thin aluminum. 

The inner pieces of the jig really 
make the design, and must be most care- 
fully sawed out. They are put in place 
with thumb screws so that they can 
easily be removed if the plastic should 
stick. 

The Plexiglas is cut into long strips 
114 inches wide. For bud vases Christner 
uses material ¥@ inch thick, but for the 
towel racks the quarter-inch material is 
best. Whatever job he may be getting 
ready to do he always cuts out enough 
material to make at least half a dozen. 

The long strips that make the outer 
design of the bud vase are twenty-one 
inches long. The shorter pieces are used 
for cross pieces and run anywhere from 
a few inches to half a foot. These pieces 
have a half-inch hole drilled in the 
center. 


bh dean THE long strips have been 
cut to size, a very shallow saw cut 
is made in the full length of the ma- 
terial, and on one side only, a quarter 
of an inch from either edge. The same 
goes for the smaller parts. These shallow 
cuts are the decorative effects that make 
Plexiglas look like cut glass. All cutting 
is done with an ordinary motor-driven 
bench saw. 





A HEART shaped bud vase is being lifted 
by Christner out of the jig in which it was 
formed. 


Plexiglas comes with an adhesive 
paper on both sides. Christner makes 
all saw cuts, and does all the polishing 
of the edges before this adhesive paper 
is removed. The polishing of edges is 
done with a buffer attachment to the 
drill press. The paper is removed when 
a part is ready to be softened under the 
heater. The long pieces alone need te be 
softened and molded, and they soften 
enough in a few minutes under a five- 
bulb heater to keep the work rolling 
right along. When a piece is ready for 
the jig it is handled with gloves. No 
time may be lost at this point. 

The jig serves not only to shape the 
long strip of Plexiglas which makes the 
form of the vase, but also to hold it in 
place while the smaller pieces are -at- 
tached and “welded.” This last is done 
by applying a solvent—purchasable at 
any plastics supply store—which really 
makes the joints inseparable. It must 
be applied sparingly, and parts must be 
quickly placed because of rapid evap- 
oration. 

The ctoss pieces are decorated with 
the shallow saw cut, just like the long 
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CHARLES CHRISTNER designed both of 
these bud vases, which are made of Plexi- 
glas. They sell for $1.50 each. 
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ones, and, when the vase is complete it 
shines and sparkles like new glass. 


if on BASES are square because less 


work is involved in making them 


square instead of round and because 
Christner thinks the square bases are 
more attractive. 

Christner’s first experience was with 
the G Cleft pattern, the jig of which 
had been given him by the teacher 
friend. He designed three more of his 
own, and has in mind a number of 
others. He designed two towel racks, 
one plain and one twisted. Towel racks, 
he found, hold a towel best when the 
edges are not polished. 


When he was getting started, Christ- 
ner had difficulty finding the right kind 
of saw blade. He now has what he wants, 
a small-toothed metal cutting blade eight 
inches in diameter. 


Test tubes like those used in labora- 
tories form the center of the finished 
bud vase, and are the container for 
water. Since they rest in the half-inch 
holes in the cross pieces, center and 
bottom, they can be easily removed for 
cleaning or refilling. Christner buys his 
test tubes at a local drug supply house. 


Christner places small imitation rose 
buds from the dime store in each vase 
so that his customers can visualize how 
real buds will look in them. 


RISTNER HASN'T dared to do much 

advertising. He is well known and 
has many friends, and that fact alone has 
kept him busy. Some know him as 
holder of the lightweight boxing cham- 
pionship title in the Goodyear Club of a 
few years ago. He won a trophy at this. 
He is a baseball fan and still plays at 
church picnics. What he really wanted to 
do was get going in a hobby that would 
give him employment after retirement, 
but retirement is a long way off, and 
he has actually to limit the number of 
orders that come in. All the advertising 
he’s done so far is to hand to his friends 
and to those who buy, an ordinary 
printed card bearing his name, address 
and telephone number and the words 
“Plastic Bud Vases.” 

There have been a few times when 
work slacked down, and a dozen or so 
vases were made ahead; in that case he 
displayed a few in a small souvenir shop 
near the place where he works. 


Cr HE set a sample of a new style 
of bud vase on an office desk. In 
a week he had orders for three dozen. 
Then two dozen. Another time he had 
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a friend show one to neighbors in an 
apartment where this friend lived. Now 
every family in the apartment owns a 
bud vase or two. 


Many of his vases are’ bought for 
birthday, Christmas and wedding gifts, 


. and they have reached a number of 


states. He sells them for $1.50 each. 
Scrap Plexiglas may be bought for 35 
cents a pound, which, if the pieces are 
of the right size, will cut out to half 
a dozen bud vases. In 1951 Christner 
took in over $400 in his hobby, and he 
is trying not to let it go over that this 
year. He feels that he could branch out 
into a full time business with it when- 
ever he so desires. 


Plates Full of Names 
Olive Howie 


a is something everyone owns. 
Most people like to see their name 
in print especially when it is listed with 
a group of friehds or relatives of whom 
they are proud. With this in mind, I 
painted several plates containing the 
names of family groups, clubs and or- 
ganizations and I have found good sales 
for all of them. 

To keep my cost at a minimum, I 
shop around for my plates in bargain 
basements of dry good stores and in the 
five and dime stores. I use regular din- 


ner plates, which, of course, have al- 


ready been glazed. Pastel shades, white 
or ivory plates which have no design 
on them are best. 

Since I have no kiln, I use glaze which 
can be fired in the kitchen oven. These 
glazes will mature at a temperature as 
low as 200° F if left in the oven for 
about two hours. These glazes can be 
purchased at craft supply houses, art 
stores and paint shops. 

Other materials I have ready for use 
before I begin painting are tracing paper, 
a hard lead pencil, carbon paper, a ruler, 
several small paint brushes and a cloth 
to remove paint from plates if mistakes 
are made. 


NE OF the most popular plates is 

the “family tree.” People are in- 
terested in family history and this is an 
interesting way to preserve it. The ac- 
tual growth of a family is represented 
by a painting of a tree which bears the 
names of the family members. I find 
that there is room to make a tree large 
enough to représent four generations on 
a dinner plate. Families having a large 





number in the second generation are 
more adaptable to this type of represen- 
tation. This gives more limbs from the 
main trunk of the tree. 


If I’m not acquainted with the family 
for whom I am making the plate, I get 
some member to list all the family, in- 
dicating to which generation each mem- 
ber belongs. 

I cut a piece of tracing paper the size 
of the inside of my plate. On this I make 
a design for the tree. I always keep my 
list of names before me while I make 
the tree pattern because for each name 
listed there must be a limb on the tree. 
To make the pattern I begin about an 
inch from the bottom of the tracing 
paper and outline a tree trunk up to 
within two inches of the top of the 
paper. Next I draw a set of limbs from 
the trunk, one to represent each member 
of the second generation. If I am making 
a tree for a large family, I begin this 
first set of limbs near the base of the 
tree. From the first set of limbs I make 
other limbs on which will be the names 
of their children or the third generation. 
I make smaller limbs from these which 
will bear the names of the fourth gen- 
eration. The result looks like this: 
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Next I place a sheet of carbon under 
the tree pattern and secure these to the 
plate with gummed tape to keep them 
from slipping. With a hard lead pencil, 
I trace the design on to the plate. With 
a small art brush, I outline this design 
with black glaze. When this is dry, I 
fill in the names on the limbs, using the 
black glaze for this also. If mistakes are 
made, they can easily be removed with 
a cloth which has a little glaze thinner 
on it. Next I fill in leaves around the 
limbs, using green glaze. Then I paint 
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the name of the family and the date at 
the base of the tree. 


After the design is painted on the 
plate, I place it in the oven and set the 
temperature at 200° F. Several plates 
may be fired.at one time. After the oven 
has been on for about two hours, I 
check to see if the glaze is hard. (I 
usually do this by rubbing my fingernail 
across a painted section.) If the glaze 
is not hard, it needs to stay in the oven 
longer—probably thirty minutes. 

After the plate has been taken from 
the oven and allowed to cool, I wash it 
‘in warm soapy water to remove traces 
of carbon. 


I FIND that these plates just about sell 
themselves—once they are before the 
public. Since I paint just as a hobby I 
don’t have time to paint a great many 
plates. I do my advertising’ at family 
gatherings. I show the group a sample 
plate, explain its purpose and quote 
prices. Usually every home represented 
wants a plate. If a person wanted to sell 
these plates on a larger scale, it could 
be done by advertising through news- 
papers and by displaying work in store 
windows. I base-the price of the plates 
on the number of names to be painted. 
I charge $1.50 for the plate with the 
tree design and add 5 cents for each 
name. Most of the families that I paint 
plates for have about forty names, which 
would make a total of $3.50 for the 
finished plate. I use only the first names 
of the family members. 

The total cost-of materials, including 
the plate, is less than 50 cents so that 
gives me a profit of $3 per plate, not 
counting my time. 

Another type of plate I paint is a 
“senior class plate.” This plate contains 
the name of the high school, names of 
the class members, class sponsor, class 
flower, and class motto. The class or 


school colors are used if possible. I. 


made a sample plate and asked the 
principal of the high school in my home 
town, Waxhaw, North Carolina, if I 
could show it to the senior class. Every 
member of the class ordered a plate and 
so did several of the teachers. For these 
I charge $1 plus 5 cents for each name. 
When selling, I look for classes or or- 
ganizations: composed of small groups 
since the space for painting names on 
the plates is limited. 

Some of the students in our school 
asked me to make plates for school 
clubs and organizations. Two of these 
were the Boy Scouts and the Future 
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ALMOST EVERYBODY in a family is usually a potential purchaser of a family tree 
plate like this one painted by Olive Howie. She charges a base price of $1.50 a 
plate, plus 5 cents for each name appearing on the tree. 


Farmers of America. On these plates I 
used the club name, club emblem, motto, 
club members and the date. I also sell 
these for $1 plus 5 cents per name. I 
use the same method for transferring 
the pattern etc. as I do in making the 
family tree plates. I find it much easier 
to paint the names, if I trace lines on 





to the plate using carbon paper. I obtain 
the club members names and other in- 
formation from the club leaders. They 
seem glad to give this information for 
this is one way of giving a club publicity. 

There seems to be an open field for 
this type of plate painting and a good 
profit for your work. 


AS A VARIATION on her family. tree plates, Olive Howie also paints plates fea- 
turing school and other youthful groups. This one includes the names of the 
members of a Boy Scout troop.

edge of the wing (outer edge, not the 
body) make curved strokes inward to 
meet the yellow. Bring the two colors 
together, and again remember to lift 
your brush with a sweeping stroke off 
the material so that your brush end- 
ings will not be sharp. Clean the brush. 


Take the sable brush again and put 
in the markings of the butterfly (spots, 
lines, etc.). 

Your work is ready to be set. With 
a piece of white wrapping paper or 
letter paper, cover the design and press 
it with a hot iron. Remove the paper, 
and press again. Your painting can be 
laundered, if properly set, but do not 
use a bleach. It also can be dry cleaned. 


B= Mrs. Ganje and Mrs. Hayes 
stress the importance of taking good 
care of your brushes. They advise that 
you clean them after each using in the 
white gasoline, then wash them with 
soap and water, rinse, and dry. When it 
comes tod brushes, these two young 
women always buy the best they can get. 
Good brushes wear much longer and 
do a much better job than an inexpen- 
sive brush. 

“Once you become accustomed to 
painting on fabric” explains Kay Ganje, 
“you can easily learn to make profes- 
sional looking items. There is no limit 
to the designs that can be worked out. 
And with a little ingenuity you can 
individualize every article.” 


“It’s hard to say just how a new pat- 
tern is born,” continues Mrs. Hayes. 
“Ideas come out of almost any daily 
experience—in the things you see out- 
side your window, in your neighbor's 
garden, in some object in your house, 
in magazine pictures. You find yourself 
looking at everything in a new light 
and wondering what you could do with 
it on a piece of fabric!” 


Mrs. Hayes has done an interesting 
pair of curtains for her own kitchen. 
On the bottém of each panel she made 
a fine drawing (with brush and black 
oil paint) of a French chef. Then she 
painted the panels with food—a ham, 
‘a bowl of salad, lemon meringue pie, 
etc.—everything that would be included 
in a wonderful dinner, from hors 
d'oeuvres to demitasse! 

Kay Ganje’s first love is the designs 
she does for children; for their cribs, 
their clothing, their playrooms. Par-

ETTING UP a home business is not 
as much of a problem as you might 
think. Mrs. Ganje has set aside a corner 
of her living room as her studio, while 
Mrs. Hayes calls her dining room, with 
the bright south and east exposures, her 
workshop. At all times they keep card 
tables arranged with paints and fabrics 
ready for use so that any time they have 
a few spare moments they can get right 
to work. But they adhere to regular 
work periods each day, too. Mrs. Ganje 
does her painting after lunch while her 
two small children nap; and again in the 
evening when the children are tucked 


in bed and her husband is busy with 


his newspaper. She conducts her painting 
classes on the two evenings a week when 
her husband is gone himself, teaching 
at Globe Business College in St. Paul. 


Mrs. Hayes is not quite as tied down 
as her friend and co-worker... Her three 
children are older, and all go to school. 
However, like Mrs. Ganje she believes 
in doing her housework in the morning 
and devoting the afternoon to painting, 
either in her own home or at Kay 
Ganje’s when they happen to be working 
out a new design. Fran Hayes arranges 
her classes for the evening, also, for 
it is then that her husband and her 
children are busy in the hobby room 
in the basement.

neglecting our families,” says Fran 
Hayes. “Another good feature about 
working at home is that there is no 
problem of having someone else care 
for the children, and none of the worry 
and strain which goes with a job which 
keeps you away from the children all 
day.” 


OW DO you go about finding cus- 
tomers? is the question most fre- 
quently asked anyone who operates a 
home business. Fran Hayes’ reply to 
this query is: “We paint wherever we 
go; on trips, to the lake in the summer, 
on picnics. People watch us and we get 
students this way and make many sales, 
too. We also wear our handpainted 
clothing and our husbands wear our 
ties. Other parents notice the shirts and 
overalls we paint for our children, and 
this, too, brings in orders.” 


Among other suggestions, Mrs. Ganje 
offered these: List potential buyers 
among your friends and acquaintances 
and send out some form of-announce- 
ment. If you live in a small town you 
might write up your story briefly, put- 
ting in some human interest detail such 
as how you happened to go into busi- 
ness, and take it to your local news- 
paper. You might take the editor a 
sample of your work. If he likes it, he 
probably will print a little piece about 
you. 


One of the most difficult problems 
for the home craftsman to solve is the 
price to place on an article. There is 
no point in spending a lot of time and 
energy: and then selling an item at a 
loss because you don’t know how much 
your cost has actually been. So, Mrs. 
Ganje advises that starting from scratch 
you keep strict account of the cost of 
material and of the time spent in mak- 
ing your item. For example, if you are 
painting a luncheon set, you must keep 
in mind that you will paint the fifth 
place mat far more quickly than you 
did the first, so your price tag should 
be set on the quicker time. And don’t: 
forget to allow something for wrapping, 
too. 

A very fair measuring stick to use 
when setting the price tag for your 
article is that given by the New York 
State Department of Commerce. Once 
you have a record of your material, labor 
and overhead cost, they tell you, add ten 
per cent in case you ever wish to get 
wholesale orders. Take these total costs 
and double them. You then have your 
top retail price. Then, ask yourself: 
Would I pay this price for this article?

PROFITABLE HOBBIES

the price, so in all probability will your 
customers. Then you must go back and 
see if you cam cut your expenses or 
improve your working time. Never re- 
duce the quality of your work, though. 
If you can’t reach a suitable’ price, try 
a new and simpler design. 

The fact that Mrs. Ganje and Mrs. 
Hayes average approximately $2 an 
hour on their painting, and more than 
that when teaching, makes their venture 
in art seem very worth-while. 


I AS soon as these two St. Paul 
women had enough students to 
keep their classes humming, and enough 
private business to make them realize 
they had something people wanted, it 
was only natural that their next step 
was to sell to stores. At first they went 
home discouraged. Department stores 
wanted only bulk quantities (which 
would have been impossible for them to 
fill) and small shop owners hesitated 
to buy from unknowns. Determined to 
get their items in the shops, Mrs. Ganje 
and Mrs. Hayes began offering their 
things to gift shops on a consignment 
basis (which means they would be paid 
for them when they were sold). The 
high quality of their work brought re- 
peat orders immediately. Once they had 
a few good outlets it was easier mak- 
ing others. Recently, an exclusive men’s 
clothing shop in St. Paul heard about 
their men’s ties and placed a large order. 

Designing ties is one of their pet 
projects. And they don’t always paint 
animals or initials on them, either. A 
few weeks ago a man in the automobile 
business ordered a tie with a 1952 Ford 
painted on it! 

“The first sale I ever made,” recalls 
Mrs. Ganje, “was at the time I was 
still painting aprons for that apron com- 
pany. I'd done a tie for my husband 
with ducks on it. Someone saw it and 
ordered one just like it.” 

That was.the start. These talented 
young women have since made a thriv- 
ing home business out of their painting. 
It’s impossible to think of a hobby that 
doesn’t bring joy to the hobbyist; but 
not all of these hobbies bring such 
gratifying results as those achieved by 
Mrs. Ganje and Mrs. Hayes, who have 
found that fabric painting costs little 
and is lots of fun.

We thought of using the circular letter 
method. But somehow this approach did 
not click with us. Having spent some- 
time as a specialty salesman, in years 
gone by, I was reminded of a very ex- 
cellent means of getting the business. 
I decided on the plan of calling from 
house to house, showing samples of the 
various types of work we could do. 

We made up our sample book from 
a loose leaf zipper binding which helped 
to protect the contents. The first page 
showed a tiny picture 144 inches wide 
by 2% inches long. On the same page 
we showed the picture enlarged to 
5 by 7. The enlargement was snappy 
and brilliant. The price was shown as, 
One 5-by-7 enlargement, $3.95. One 
8-by-10 enlargement, $4.95. On the next 
page we displayed a picture 24% by 3% 
inches in size showing a broken and 
cracked area, but with only slight dam- 
age. This was priced at only a couple 
of dollars above the base price shown 
on the first page. . 

Various types of copy work were il- 
lustrated on the next few pages such as 
marriage certificates, ministerial cre- 
dentials, diplomas, letters and charts. 
This type of copy, instead of being en- 
larged, was reduced in size to fit in a 
bill fold. The price was $2 flat rate if no 
retouching was required. 

On the next page we illustrated the 
work we could do in producing a good 
enlargement by copying a small picture 
that was damaged. The price, of course, 
depended on the amount of work re- 
quired to make a good copy. Here again 
we had the advantage. We could screen 
the pictures and take in only those we 
knew we could finish satisfactorily. If 
the customer dug out an old picture 
that was broken in two or three places, 
we could explain as tactfully as possible 


-our limitations. 


We learned to screen the pictures 
carefully. I recail one day as I was call- 
ing from house to house, that I ran across 
an elderly woman who brought out an 
old picture broken in six pieces. It was 
a picture of her father who had been 
dead for forty years. Originally the pic- 
ture had been about 16 by 20 inches 
in size. But some of the pieces were 
missing. The left shoulder was gone 
and so was the left ear. I told her I

would do my best on the picture for $7. 
I learned afterward by experience that 
the price should have been $25. Anyway 
she accepted the price of $7 and I took 
the pieces home to begin reconstruc- 
tion. I have never got into such a mess 
again. I gave the man a new shoulder. 
I gave him a new ear, but the ear looked 
more like an oyster than anything else. 
The old man had no tie in the original 
but I gave him one. I spent hours and 
hours on this old picture. And when I 
had done my best I took it back to the 
customer with fear and trembling. The 
woman looked at it for a full minute 
without saying a word. And then her 
only comment was, “Good night, I 
didn’t know he looked like that.” 


gf Gove ARE wonderful possibilities in 

this type of business. One can ex- 
pand the business as much as he desires. 
A certain number of patrons could be 
obtained through advertising. One could 
hire agents to work for him on a com- 
mission. basis. 

We tried the plan of employing agents 
to get the business and paid them 40 per 
cent commission on all they brought in. 
They collected the 40 per cent at the 
time they took the order. The old pic- 
tures to be copied were mailed to us 
with full instructions. We made the 
enlargements and mailed the finished 
pictures to the customers C.O.D. for 
the balance owed. This is a splendid 
plan if we could make it a full time job. 
But since we run this business as a 
hobby; we prefer to get the business 
ourselves and screen the pictures as has 
been explained. Then again, we savé 
the 40 per cent commission we paid the 


agents and by delivering the pictures ° 


personally, the customer can see them 
before paying for them. 

The matter of fitting up a darkroom 
in which to do our work was not a 
major problem with us. One room in 
our house had a very large closet with 
a lavatory already installed. In this closet 
we set up our first darkroom. We 
brought in a rough table and covered 
it with linoleum. Upon this table we 
placed the Solar enlarger, a pan for de- 
veloping prints, one for the short stop, 
and another for the hypo. Films and 
photographic papers were stored in a 
light proof drawer. Red and white bulbs 
were installed and we had a darkroom. 
The contact printer was placed at a 
convenient location as wefe also the two 
adjustable 4-by-5 FR developing tanks 
and a black box, light proof, for loading 
film holders-and for loading the film 
tanks.

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In the room adjoining the darkroom 
we set up the copying easel. It is fastened 
to the wall and folds up out of the way 
when not in use. On this easel we ar- 
ranged two lights with reflectors. The 
lights are the ordinary 100-watt frosted 
bulbs set at an angle so the light is di- 
rected on the copy stand. After experi- 
menting a bit we could take a number 
of pictures quite rapidly by changing 
only the f. stops or the time of exposure 
as needed. Twelve or fifteen pictures 
an hour can be made in this way with 
one helper. 


Stained or scratched originals are 
handled mueh slower. Special attention 
has to be given these before the copy 
can be made. We try to cover the 
scratched places by blending a spotting 
medium over the scratches. If the 
original is stained or spotted, we try to 
overcome this with filters. If the spot 
is yellow we use a yellow filter. Oc- 
casionally, however, a bromide print 
will be so badly faded that it would be 
impossible to make a good negative of 
it without special treatment of the faded 
print before copying. But by passing 
the faded print through certain solutions, 
part of its original brilliancy returns 
temporarily. Then the copy is made. It 
goes without saying that only a print 
that is worth a great deal to the customer 
is worth the time and trouble to try 
the restoration of a faded print. But 
there are such prints and the customer 
is willing to pay a good price to have the 
work done. 


HEN THE customer requests a pic- 

ture from a faded print, we ex- 
plain that we can only try. The original 
may be ruined in the process. If the cus- 
tomer is willing to run the risk we write 
up the order in that way and have him 
sign it, giving us the permission to try 
to restore it so a copy can be made. In 
the shop we place the faded print in a 
solution of one fluid ounce of formalin 
to nineteen ounces of water. The print 
is kept in this hardening solution for 
two.or three minutes. After this we 
wash the print for five minutes in clear 
water. The next step is to bleach the 
print. This is done in Eastman Stain Re- 
mover S-6. The stain remover is made 
up in two stock solutions, A and B. 
We use equal parts of these, mixing 
them thoroughly. We now bleach the 
print in these combined solutions for 
three or fout minutes, then clear it in 
a one per cent solution of sodium bisul- 
phite. After rinsing well, we now bring 
it out to its fullest brilliancy by putting

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it through a one to four solution of 
Dektol (Eastman). This means one part 
Dektol to four parts of water. If success- 
ful the print should be quite brilliant. 

Now we are ready for the next step. 
We take the restored original that has 
been somewhat improved and make a 
copy negative from it. From the negative 
we make an enlargement. If the nega- 
tive needs retouching, we retouch it and 
make another print enlargement. We 
work with it, retouching the picture 
and negative until we have produced 
the best enlargement we are capable of 
making. This is where the price goes 
into higher figures. For this procedure 
we charge $20. But really, all this is not 
as complicated as it sounds. One must 
be set up for this type of work or it can 
be very complicated. There are those 
who say we do not charge enough for 
our work. Perhaps they are right. How- 
ever, I’m glad we have such jobs only 
occasionally. 

For negative retouching and spotting 
prints a kit has been prepared that does 
excellent work. The instruments used 
are the etching knife, retouching dope, 
pencils, gray-Al dye, cotton swabs and 
spotting brushes. It takes skill to handle 
these simple tools, however. One must 
practice for hours before he learns the 
technique. Big commercial shops use air 
brushes in restoring mutilated prints. 
The finished product is of excellent 
quality generally. Learning this method 
is our next objective. 

For the most part we use only two 
types of film in our work. The Super 
Pan Press Type B is a splendid film. It 
enables us to use filters for different ef- 
fects. This film is developed in DK 
60-A. The number of minutes developed 
depends on the contrast wanted. The 
other type is the Contrast Process Pan- 
cromatic film. This film is used where 
extreme contrast prints are needed such 
as printed matter. We develop these film 
in D-11. 


RS. COX AND I work as a team. I 

bring in the business and after that 
we work together. I took $60 worth of 
orders the first day out. Many days by 
working from early morning to late 
afternoon I have rolled up $100 worth 
of orders. Our profits will run 80 per 
cent of the gross sales on 90 per cent 
of our business. We speak of our profits 
as everything above actual cost of ma- 


‘terial, although strictly speaking, our 


time should also be taken into considera- 
tion. 

Our inventory amounts to about 
$900. Most of this is in equipment. We

have a camera, four filters, twelve film 
holders, a roll film adapter, a film pack 
adapter, two developing tanks for cut 
film and one for roll film. We have a 
copying easel, a retouching easel with 
a retouching set, a Solar enlarger, a con- 
tact printer, developing pans, an oil color 
kit and a good stock of chemicals and 
papers on hand. Even for a ‘full time 
job, there would be little else needed. — 

We cannot overemphasize the im- 
portance of learning the art of retouch- 
ing. It is by far the most important 
single phase of this business. If one did 
not want to take the time to learn the 
tedious art of retouching before start- 
ing in business, he might find someone 
skilled in the art to do his work for 
him. This, of course, would cut down 
on the profits. A very recent book en- 
titled “Negative and Print Retouching,” 
by Anne J. Anthony, published by 
Greenberg of New York, is tops. Any- 
one interested in learning the art could 
profit from this book. 

I have never come to the place where 
I feel I should quit my regular job where 
I have been employed for twenty-two 
years and go into this business on a full 
time scale. After retirement I may really 
go after the business. At present we are 
happy and contented taking picture 
orders on my half day off and after 
hours. Even this brings in a very sub- 
stantial amount to buy the many little 
extras every household needs. So, we 
have a little gold mine in our home. 
Our darkroom is now in the basement 
where everything is convenient. We can 
heartily recommend photographic repro- 
duction for a money-making hobby.

patrick’s splendid cooperation the story 
practically wrote itself and when sub- 
mitted for his approval required only 
two slight changes. 

We then called in a commercial 
photographer and photographed the ma- 
jor points of the plant’s process in ac- 
tion. Employees were photographed 
actually doing their individual jobs, 
with the camera in close to make the 
action visual. 

When prints were obtained, Mr. 
Kirkpatrick personally aided me in writ- 
ing identifying captions for the photos. 
These, by the way, were typed on small 
pieces of paper and pasted to the backs 
of the photos. 

The story was titled “Ground Crew 
for Flying Suits,” and sold to the Amer- 


tcan Dry Cleaner, which used it as a 
lead article. I am sure the cooperation 
given me was due to my sincere interest 
in the job Kirk’s were doing and the 
desire to present it accurately for pub- 
lication. 


Gercnirt, I feel, is the trade jour- 
 nalist’s crowning virtue. It pays off 
where superficiality only kills a story. 
I know, because sincerity got me into 
an army fortress at the a i of the 
last war. 

The story started with a market note 
in a writer's magazine asking for ar- 
ticles on army post exchanges and ship’s 
stores. The nearest major army installa- 
tion to me was Fort MacArthur, where 
even the President couldn’t get in with- 
out cutting a mile of red tape. 

A courteous and explicit letter stat- 
ing my business, written to the public 
relations officer of the post, got me a 
tentative interview. On the day of my 
appointment, an armed guard in a jeep 
escorted me to press headquarters for 


inspection of my credentials and an in- , 


quisition into my background. 


My sincerity obviously impressed the 
press officer that I was a good security 
risk, for he sent me on to thé post 
exchange for my interview, exacting 
only a promise that I would submit 
my copy for approval before publica- 
tion. 

I talked for a considerable time with 
Lieut. J. R. Christiansen, exchange of- 
ficer, who minutely explained proced- 
ures to me, showed me data sheets and 
gave me a general picture of the set-up 
of the MacArthur exchange. The dry 
facts were enlivened with some amusing 
anecdotes typical of army humor which 
served to illustrate various points of the 
story as well as brighten it. 


In my questions to Lieutenant Chris- 
tiansen I probed for unusual angles in 
his operation and was able to turn up 
some interesting innovations for which 
he was responsible. This type of ques- 
tioning is very important in an inter- 
view, for many times the subject does 
not recognize the unusual in his own 
work, ‘because his familiarity with it 
makes it common to him. Intelligent 
questioning .can therefore lead the in- 
terview in the direction you wish it to 
go. In the case of the post exchange it 
was of particular interest to the maga- 
zine how wartime problems of expan- 
sion were met. Lieutenant Christiansen 
answered my questions on this subject 
orally and by showing me cost, produc- 
tion and construction reports.

The head of the advertising agency 
representing the seed firm gave me all 
the facts I needed for the story over 
the telephone. Thus, an idea, a phone 
call, an hour at the typewriter and 6 
cents postage were parlayed into an 
acceptance by Seed World. 

There is also, something besides news 
in the daily papers—ideas for trade jour- 
nal stories. The unique advertisements 
of a Burbank, California, jeweler inter- 
ested me. I sold a story on his adver- 
tising and promotion methods to Jew- 


eler’s Circular-Keystone. News items I” 


read about a dry cleaner, a jewelry sales- 
man, a baker and a poultry organization 
were developed into sales to American 
Dry Cleaner, American Horologist, Bak- 
ers’ Helper and Poultry Item. 


I work the oddity, filler ‘and hobby 
angle, too. A picture and story on a 
hardware store in a pumpkin-shaped 
building sold to Hardware Age. A batch 
of humorous items about the history of 
the bathtub, dug out at the library, 
brought a check from Plumbing and 
Heating Journal. 

Stories on the hobbies of a druggist, 
and a jeweler, sold to Modern Phar- 
macy and Community Jeweler.

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story, “how to” story, filler or hobby 
article. The editors of trade magazines 
are so eager to get unusual material that 
they list their requirements in all the 
writers’ magazines. Many of these edi- 
tors will even send a writer a detailed 
outline of the type of material they buy, 
with instructions on how they want it 
handled, and information on how much 
they pay for accepted material. 


HE BEST way to work in the trade 
journal field is by the query method. 
You save yourself and the editor time 
and trouble by sending him an outline 
of your article ideas in advance. An out- 
line is a surer way to a sale. 

If the editor likes your outline he 
will give you an assignment “on spec- 
ulation.” This means you do all the leg 
work, the writing, the obtaining of 
photographs, on the speculation that 
your work will be purchased if found 
acceptable. 

Should you get assignments to write 
about trades with which you are not 
familiar, try to inform yourself of their 
basic principles, at least, before doing 
your interview. Above all, read several 
issues of the magazines for which you 
intend to write. 

In the interview let your subject do 
most of the talking. Tell him the gen- 
eral theme of your story and let him 
tell you the important facts to be cov- 
ered. Don’t be afraid to ask for ex- 
planations of technical terms. If you are 
courteous and sincerely interested, the 
person being interviewed will be glad 
to give you the benefit of his special- 
ized knowledge. When you have com- 
pleted your story, have him check it 
for accuracy. 

Don’t go in with a prepared list of 
questions and expect to write down the 
answers verbatim. In fact, make any 
notes you have to take as unobtrusively 
as possible. Many people freeze up when 
they realize what they are saying is be- 
ing written down for publication. If the 
interview lags, toss in an intelligent 
question which will steer the conversa- 
tion in the direction you want it to go. 
Try to get interesting anecdotes and 
“quotable” quotes which will add color 
to the article and make your subject 
come alive in the writing. 

On your visit also obtain any pam- 
phlets, advertising matter or company 
literature which will provide you with 
facts you can use in your story. Get 
photographs, too, if you can borrow 
them. Otherwise, make them. 

Photographs are a must for trade 





journal stories. If photography is your 
hobby you can take them yourself. If 
not, it is best to have a professional do 
the job. Or, you might make a deal 
with a talented hobbyist to work with 
you “on speculation” and pay him if 
your story sells. 

Most trade journals want eight-by-ten 
glossies showing action, action that il- 
lustrates some of the points in your ar- 
ticle. Close-ups should be made where a 
manual operation is depicted. 


All photos should have short captions 
describing the action and naming the 
participants, if such names are impor- 
tant. Every name and business title 
should be checked for spelling and cor- 
rect use. 


Te WRITING of your article is di- 
vided into two categories, mechan- 
ical and creative. Mechanically, your 
story should have your name and ad- 
dress in the upper left hand corner of 
the first page. Your title and by-line 
should be at least an inch from the top 
and in the center of the same page. Each 
successive page should have your name, 
title of your story and page number at 
its top. The manuscript should be type- 
written on letter-size paper, be double- 
spaced, with margins at all sides to leave 
room for editorial directions to the 
typesetter. It should be submitted flat, 
with your photos, in a manila envelope 
stiffened with cardboard fillers to pro- 
tect the pictures. A similar envelope, 


with sufficient postage, and your re- 


turn address, should be’ enclosed. If you 
wrote with inspiration a check will come 
back. 

Only you can furnish the creativeness, 
of course. You must determine what 
are the most outstanding and interest- 
ing facts in-your story and present them 
in a logical manner, under a well chosen 
title. 

A study of trade journals will give 
you an idea of the writing style em- 
ployed. Generally, it is reportorial, with 
no attempt at being literary. Start your 
article with a “hook,” state your case in 
the first few paragraphs, then build up 
your story with facts and figures. Give 
quotes and anecdotes to substantiate 
your facts. Wind up with a closing 
paragraph which summarizes the theme 
of your article and ends with a punch 
line, containing, if possible, your title. 

For example, what better way to end 
this story than to say: “These are the 
methods you can use to please trade 
journal editors—use them as a profit- 
able hobby.”

or to a piece of the tree limb which 
held the rope. Best sales and profits are 


in items which have contributed to 
progress, the shaping of a nation’s his- 


tory.’ 


An IMPORTANT and fascinating divi- 
sion of junk-snupping is the buy- 


‘ing end. By being a good listener Davis 


picks up an inexhaustible supply of 
leads from his own customers. When a 
customer recalls that a friend or relative 
has an old lamp, table or screen stored 
in the basement, out comes Don’s note- 
book and down goes the prospect’s name 
and address. Later he calls at the home. 

In addition there is a close relation- 
ship between most junk-snuppers. They 
pass information on to each other on 
stuff which they have seen but which 
is not in their particular line. Davis is 
registered at all local auction houses 
which send out advance notices to pros- 
pective buyers on sales coming up. 
Usually he attends these sales. He also 
watches newspapers for additional no- 
tices of auction sales and reads the classi- 
fied columns for other leads. When. he 
follows up a lead from any source he 
always inquires about other articles for 
sale but which weren’t mentioned. 


This last method is an exceptional 
good way to buy. Forgotton books, pic- 
tures, crockery, glassware and other items 
considered worthless by many people 
are remembered and sold cheaply to the 
snupper, who, in turn, sells them. later 
for a nice profit. 

Occasionally buying tours take an un- 
expected turn. Wallace Frederick of 
Richmond, California, called at a private 
home and made a purchase. As he was 
leaving, the neighbor next door motioned 
for Frederick to come into his garage. 
Then he pointed to a number of pieces 
of old crockery and an odd foot stool or 
two, all of which Frederick recognized 
as having good resale value. Before 
Frederick could say a word the man 
shoved some money into his hand and 
said, “Here’s a couple of bucks. Take 
that junk away. It belongs to my mother- 
in-law but she’s remarried and gone, 
and I want nothing left around here: to 
remind me of her!”

For over a year Davis kept his eyes 
open for this type of pistol. One day he 
called upon an elderly woman who had 
a number of articles for sale. After buy- 
ing what he wanted, Davis asked his 
inevitable pistol question. Her answer 
was no. She had no pistol, knew of no 
pistol and that was all. 

In the room Davis saw, admired and 
asked about what appeared to be a small 
Victorian chest. But the woman said 
it wasn’t for sale and contained nothing 
of value. : 

Davis left but couldn’t forget the 
chest. For several days a desire to see 
what was inside the chest grew upon 
him. Finally he telephoned and made 
an appointment with the woman. At her 
home that evening he made a determined 
effort to get her to open the chest. 
Laughingly she consented. 

The chest was partly filled with old 
magazine and newspaper cooking reci- 
pes. Disappointed, Davis believed his 
hunch was wrong, but it continued to 
prod his mind. He asked for and re- 
ceived permission to rummage through 
the papers. Carefully he lifted them out 
a handftl at a time. Deeper, near the 
middle, he found a thick cookbook 
which was placed on the floor with the 
papers. Eventually the bottom of the 
chest came to view. 

A book and a pile of papers that was 
all, a slim reward for following a per- 
sistent hunch. Replacing the papers, 
Davis picked up the book and was about 
to drop it into the chest when the 
thought struck him that it seemed heavy 
for its size. He read the title on the 
cover, opened it and again read the title 
on the flyleaf, dropped it inside the 
chest and returned the other papers. On 
his feet, a thought suddenly entered 
Don’s mind. Dropping to his knees, once 
more he began removing the papers. 
When he came to the cookbook eager 
fingers lifted it out and then opened it 
near its middle: 

One of his happiest smiles followed. 
Inside the book exactly the right amount 
of paper had been cut away, forming a 
hollow space in which rested a derringer, 
the type of pistol Davis had been search- 
ing for. He purchased the gun. A few 
minutes later the woman recalled that 
her aunt had had the book hollowed out 
as°a-special hiding place for the pistol 
which she kept on a bedside table. 


N° TWO junk-snuppers hunt, buy, 
sell or trade exactly alike. But one 
particular trait seems to come to all of 


them with experience. It is indifference 
—cultivated indifference to the pres- 
ence of a much wanted piece of mer- 
chandise. 

This trait is a defense measure, a pro- 
tection for the buyer against sellers who 
have a smattering of knowledge of an- 
tiques and up the price beyond reason 
on mediocre commodities. 

When dealing with that type of seller 
Davis is the master of the marble face, 
the apathetic stance, the impartial stare 
and neutral tone of voice. 

As an example, he spots a Currier and 
Ives lithograph which he is determined 
to have at any reasonable cost. But do 
his eyes glow with interest or his face 
beam with the light of discovery? No, 
indeed. Instead the print becomes the 
most insignificant thing in the room. 
Outwardly Davis is unemotional, con- 
trolled by case-hardened nerves while in- 
side his heart sends out electronic im- 
pulses for action. 

Should its owner call Don’s attention 
to the print, he then gives it a casual 
glance and in a bored tone of voice im- 
plies that prints like that are as common 
as wall calendars and worth about as 
much. And furthermore, he hints with 
unconcernedness, it’s more than likely 
no buyer would ever show up and he'd 
be foolish to tie up money in an article 
with but little chance of turning it un- 
less it was a real bargain. 

Such perfected indifference usually 
throws greedy sellers into a panic and 
they hasten to reduce prices to a fair 
and reasonable level. 

But this custom of buying isn’t 
limited only to junk-snuppers; it is in 
vogue with many shrewd collectors and 
dealers who often spend thousands of 
dollars for a single item. 

In addition, one of the strongest driv- 
ing forces, the dominating power, is the 
belief, the hope and expectation of the 
collector, expert or dealer, that eventually 
he'll find his pot of gold in the form 
of a priceless antique in the attic, base- 
ment or shop of an anxious seller. Such 
hopes. have been realized, too. 


Davis’ build is slightly plump with a 


face more square than round, suggesting 


that he can ponder things and render 
calm judgment. He smiles a great deal, a 
most agreeable disarming smile which 
inspires confidence in him on the part 
of his customers, and his vitality is the 
kind that gives strength to other people 
instead of absorbing it. 

In his dark eyes is a peculiar glow 
that harmonizes with his soft voice; to- 


‘gether the two hypnotize you and sway. 
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your mind to his whims. He is of the 
type who oils other people’s trouble with 
kindly, well chosen words without being 
namby-pamby. 


L > Sagegpeet-epmn OF your own hobby you 
would probably be interested in 
Don’s stock-in-trade, too. First, perhaps, 
he’d show you his coat of mail, a de- 
fensive garment made of chain mail 
and caribou horn and highly decorated 
with silver. It weighs over 25 pounds and 
was worn by the chief of a warring fac- 
tion in the Philippine Islands over 
seventy-five years ago. Out of respect, 
honor and gratitude, it was given, by the 
chief, to a United States colonel who 
brought it back with him to America’s 
west coast. During later years the coat 
was handed down through several gen- 
erations until all interest was lost or 
forgotten in its historic past. It finally 
came to rest in the hands of a junk- 
snupper in San Jose, California, from 
whom Davis procured it by the simple 
expedient of trading a kerosene lamp 
for both the coat and a walnut chest. 
This was a profitable deal for Davis, 
since the lamp had cost him only $15 
and he sold the walnut chest for $25, 
which gave him a cash profit of $10 
and the coat of mail, which he now has 
for sale for $45. 

Based, on a cost inventory, Don’s 
stock has grown in two years from zero 
to over $2,000. Some of this represents 
profits poured back into the business. 
Part of Don’s salary, as a clerk in the 
mail order department of Montgomery 
Ward and Company, has been put into 
stock with faith and confidence in his 
ability to make more money out. of his 
hobby. In this kind of business the 
operator doesn’t have to worry about 
his merchandise spoiling or going out 
of style because of its age. In fact a year 
or two added to its age would be an asset 
instead of a liability. 


ER Steed LIVING quarters and garage, 
located on a blind street, serve 
both as store and salesroom, which 
means he is selling without benefit of a 
business location or even having the 
advantage of a small house sign, since 
there is no through traffic to see it. Con- 
sequently some kind of plan is necessary 
to procure customers and make sales. 
First, Davis attended auction sales and 
made the acquaintance of other junk- 
snuppers like himself and also full time 
antique dealers. This was easily accom- 
plished because snuppers make up a 
friendly tribe and worry little about 
competition. This isn’t just a polite ges-

reason, the more people interested in 
antiques the more everyone will prosper. 
From these agreeable people he got a 
quick insight into the business. He also 
learned the names of profitable books 
to read such as: “The Junk Snupper,” 
by C. R. Clifford, “One Collector’s 
Trick,” by Larry Freeman and “The En- 
cyclopedia of Furniture,” by Joseph 
Aronson, all of which may be procured 
at booksellers and public libraries. 


Two or three types of buyers attend 
auctions. For convenience in this article 
they are classified as follows: (1) Con- 
sumer-buyer, one who buys merchandise 
from junk-snuppers, private parties, 
auction houses and antique shops for use 
in home, office or collection. (2) 
Hunter-buyer, one who is a kind of mid- 
dleman, since he spends more or less 
time searching for goods and buying 
them with the sole intention of selling 
to antique shops. (3) Dealer-buyer, one 
who buys especially for resale to the 
retail trade but will give a trade dis- 
count to other dealer-buyers on mer- 
chandise he has in stock. Each kind of 
buyer may overlap into other groups 
to a certain extent. 

Davis is a dealer-buyer who has built 
up a favorable list of consumer-buyers 
by word-of-mouth recommendation. He 
got his business started by contacting 
consumer-buyers at auctions and giving 
them information on his stock. Interested 
consumer-buyers would then call on 
Davis on Sundays, holidays or evenings. 
Some of them bought articles. 


Furthermore, some of these consumer- 
buyers then told interested neighbors, 
friends or relatives about an odd, old or 
unusual chair, picture or chest in Don’s 
stock and they, too, would call and per- 
haps make a purchase. So it went; each 
pleased customer sooner or later sent 
another. 

You may wonder why consumer- 
buyers don’t do all of their own buying 
at auctions and not leave it up-to junk- 
snuppers to supply their needs. The 
answer is consumer-buyers do buy at 
auctions. But the catch is they can’t be 
in two places at the same time, nor can 
they attend all sales. While attending 
an auction in Oakland they are probably 
missing one in San Francisco, Alameda 
ot Berkeley. Unless an advance notice is 
sent to prospective buyers by auction 
houses, no buyer knows much in ad- 


‘vance what will be for sale on a par- 


ticular evening. 


One of the appealing things about 
junk-snupping is that the snupper isn’t 
selling production line merchandise 
which can be found by the dozens on 
the floor or shelves of one or more 


‘ stores in every business block. Scarcity 


helps to: keep him in business. Little 
duplication of stock exists. Competition 
isn’t feared. Since this is true, snuppers 
seldom hesitate to send a consumer- 
buyer to a competitor when it’s known 
the competitor has the stuff the cus- 
tomer wants. Competitors are constantly 
sending consumer-buyers to Davis, add- 
ing a neat profit to his income. 


chee nae 1952, might be taken as 
an average month for Davis so far as 
profits are concerned. All told he grossed 
$188, of which $96.80 was profit. A 
disk type music box, costing $32.50, sold 
for $70 to a consumer-buyer whom a 
competitor sent to Davis. Following this 
he picked up three old ship’s kerosene 
lanterns at an auction for $1.75, two of 
which never reached his garage but were 
delivered immediately to consumer- 
buyers for $3 each. An old customer 
dropped into Don’s home one evening 
and when he left he was the happy 
owner of a $15 Turkish chair which 
had cost Don $7.50. While at Don’s he 
saw a child’s fifty-year-old high chair 
which he was sure would interest his 
neighbor. After the word had been 
passed along, Davis sold the high chair 
for $12, making $7 profit. On a Sunday 
a San Jose junk-snupper called, bought 
five chairs in the rough (needed re- 
finishing), a box of crockery, coffee 
grinder, commode, a seventy-five-year- 
old barber chair, wooden duck decoy and 
six massive and gilded picture frames. 
She had interested consumer-buyers wait- 
ing for some of these items. This deal 
came to $80 cash after the trade dis- 
count of 25 per cent, leaving Davis a 
$40 profit. Another $5 profit came from 
the sale of an old clock which Davis 
had left in the hands of a competitor on 
a kind of loan or rotating. proposition 
which is explained below. And to polish 
off the month, Davis received a $5 
deposit for a marble top chest which 
he hopes to pick up soon, and also an 
order for a hanging kerosene lamp. Both 
orders are from consumer-buyers. 

Davis also operates a selling plan 
which helps to move any hard-to-sell 
merchandise. In effect the plan is an 
exchange, loan or rotating proposition. 
For instance, having made the acquaint- 
ance of Snupper A on the north side of 
town, Davis turns over to him a lamp 
which he thinks might sell in that neigh- 
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borhood. In exchange Snupper A lends 
Don a table. If no sale is made in a 
reasonable length of time, table and 
lamp are picked up and again lent or 
exchanged but this time with snuppers 
in another section of the city and so on 
until items are sold or have been seen 
and examined by the greatest number of 
consumer-buyers possible under the cir- 
cumstances. This plan also permits snup- 
pers to increase the variety of their 


stock without having to invest additional ° 


capital. 

On sales under this plan the seller 
receives about 50 per cent commission 
of the amount over and above the 
original cost,of the merchandise to its 
present owner. 

“Once in a while,” Davis says, “I buy 
an article which won't sell at a profit. 
Then I try to get rid of it at once at the 
best possible price and put the money 
into something else. 

“But I never lower the pricé just be- 
cause a customer makes an offer. Chang- 
ing prices to make sales when a cus- 
tomer requests it destroys customer con- 
fidence in the dealer. If I must take a 
reduction I mark the item ‘Special’ and 
let it go at that price. : 

“My mark up isn’t based on cost al- 
ways. An article’s age, rarity, beauty, 
quality, condition and demand govern 
its selling price. And while rare dis- 
coveries may skyrocket to 1,000 per cent 
profit-and more, an average profit of 
at least 100 per cent is figured on. 

“I make all-paper work as simple as 
possible. A single page in a looseleaf 
notebook contains the cost, date, repairs, 
material used, source and ‘selling price 
of an article, written in a kind of short- 
hand. Other pages contain customers 
names, addresses, purchases, likes, orders 
and sometimes their idiosyncrasies, if 
any.” 
ter HE succeeds in making his 

hobby a full time job, Davis in- 
tends to have a complete repair shop. 
At present all upholstering, veneering 
and major woodworking jobs are sent 
out. He takes care of minor refinishing 
himself. Since repairing and restoring 
antiques is a special branch of junk- 
snupping, Davis says the mechanical 
minded hobbyist, skilled in the use of 
tools, could reap a double reward doing 
his own work should he care to become 
a snupper. 

Davis is basing his plans and hopes 
for realizing his ambition of becoming 
a full time dealer on his investment in 
goodwill.

He is 
careful not to misrepresent any article 
he sells.

up to Northern Wisconsin for a week- 
end of tishing!” 


RS. KAHLEN works at her craft 

from 6 o'clock in the morning to 
11 o'clock at night, with time off for’ 
meals, about four days a week. 

“But I still consider it a hobby,” 

she said, “because I don’t have to do 
it!” 
Even with these long hours, Mrs. 
Kahlen must “farm out” such parts of 
the work as the lacing, in order to 
keep up with the customers. 

The lacing, too, has its unique touch. 
Mrs. Kahlen has taught her sister-in- 
law to do “Mexican basket weave” 
lacing, which will never unravel. This 
is used on all items except wallets, 
where the more common, and _ less 
bulky, buttonhole lacing is used. A 
laced, lined woman’s belt seHs for $20, 
a contour belt for $15. Men’s belts are 
priced at $7.50. 

Often Mrs. Kahlen’s exclusive de- 
signs are requested in matched sets— 
belt, handbag, and shoes—and she be- 
lieves that encouraging the sales of 
matched sets has increased her busi- 
ness. 

To others who are interested in 
leather carving, Lillian Kahlen is most 
generous with help. She suggests “The 





Art of Leather Carving,” by Ken Grif- 


fen, as.an excellent beginner’s text. 
This is not a book, but rather an en- 
velope of patterns with instructions for 
making each. “Operation Leather Carv- 
ing,” by Al Shelton, offers more ad- 
vanced designs. Both books, as well as 
all the tools, leather, patterns, and 
other supplies one needs, are available 
at leather findings shops, art stores, 
and craft shops in most cities, or from 
mail order houses. 

“It pays to buy leather by the ‘side,’ 
which is half a hide,” Mrs. Kahlen 
says. “The cost varies from 90 cents 
to $1.75 a square foot for most leather, 
and averages $1 a foot, although un- 
born calf goes as high as $3 a square 
foot. A ‘side’ is usually about 23 square 
feet.” 

Mrs. Kahlen advises using only the 
best leather for carving. “It’s easier to 
work with, and it gives quality prod- 
ucts,” she says. 

Beginners are advised to practice on 
ready-made patterns before using their 
own designs. 

But for high profit, Lillian Kahlen 
will continue to turn out her original 
and amazingly beautiful “Exclusives by 
Lillian.”

on the bride’s table!” said Mrs. Avis, her 
face radiating enthusiasm. 


Arthur sighed, then grinned. “Well, 
the bride will be a lucky gal, is all I 
can say,” he said. Following her into the 
room where she still keeps her work- 
table and the unbelievable variety of 
shells of every size, shape and color in 
glass jars, he added anxiously, “You 
must rest before you become tense—.” 

“I do rest,” Marie replied blithely. 
“You've heard of women. who say that 
crochet work rests them? Well, shell- 
craft rests me.” 

“Promise not to get over-tired?” 

“Tl work only two hours at a stretch,” 
Mrs. Avis agreed, sitting down and 
beginning to pick out the makings for 
the first of the six four-inch-tall brides- 
maids. 


AS SHE always begins with the head, 
she first chose a medium lucine, 
a rather thick, almost circular shell 
with a pearly surface, which is about 
V4 inch in diameter. On this she painted 
expressive features in oil with a very 
slim brush. When the paint had dried, 
she cemented a large, paper-thin, white, 
slightly scalloped jingle shell on the 
top of the head, tilting it at a fetching 
angle to form the brim of the picture 
hat. Under the brim, she cemented 
minute baby cup shells, the color to 
match that of the bouquet the brides- 
maid would carry. 


Pipe cleaners form the skeleton of all 
of Marie’s figurines. In this case, if feet 
were to have shown, she'd have used 
two pieces and finished them with tiny 
snail shells for the feet. But since the 
‘bridesmaid’s skirt was to touch the floor, 
only a single bit was needed. At the 
lower end she tied a knot; over the 
upper end she slipped seven or eight 
keyhole limpet shells, a shell for each 
flounce. By their very construction 
these shells are already pierced in the 
center, and their grayish, rather rough 
texture makes an ideal ruffle for a skirt. 
For the waist she selected two of the 
larger lucine shells, turning their con- 
cave sides toward each other and cement- 
ing them to the skeleton above the top 
skirt flounce. The arms, two tiny bits of 
pipe cleaner, ordinarily would have been 
finished with baby cup shell hands. But 
as the hands were to be concealed be- 
hind the bouquet, this wasn’t necessary. 
Bit by bit, Mrs. Avis cemented on tiny 
baby cups to form the bouquet, the

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the local gift shops, where she was able 
to place her shellcraft on consignment 
without any difficulty. At present, she 
has enough annual repeat orders in three 
local and three out-of-state gift shops 
to keep her pleasantly. occupied, and 
she could have enough more to make 
her avocation into a full-time vocation. 
However, husband and home come first, 
and she loves to make all sorts of artis- 
tic things for the house—rugs, braided 
and hooked, drapes, curtains, and deco- 
rated plastic novelties. 

One of the most popular Sets is the 
fan brooch and earrings, illustrated. 
Each artist, of course, has his or her 
special type of working methods, but 
Mrs. Avis prefers to work in a shallow 
tray similar to a cookie sheet with a 
piece of waxed paper fitted in. On this 
she sets the receptacles containing the 
shells (Figures 1 to 5), she intends to 
use, and the necessary equipment. For 
the fan brooch, she selects a fan-shaped 
base of clear plastic, puts a drop of 
cement on the back, and lays it flat on 
the waxed paper. The drop of cement 
holds it firmly and keeps it from sliding 
about. Next she puts cement on the 
edges of the King Crown cut-and-a-half 
shell (Figure 1), which is to form the 
handle of the fan (Figure 6). Next 
she places the pearly white, round 
Pikaki shells which are the size of a 
small pea, all around the edges to form 
the border (Figure 7). In the pictured 
brooch, thirty-four of these Pikaki shells 
were needed, but had the shells been 
smaller, more would have been needed. 
If larger, of course fewer would have 
served. 


Next, she cements a small King 
Crown double-cut shell in the center 
of the plastic base to form one of the 
ribs. Four mote are fitted in neatly 
(Figure 8). If the shells are larger, 
only three would be required. Then 
small, cup-shaped Lilac shells in pastel 
colors, ate placed in five-petaled flowers 
to fill in (Figure 9). The idea is to 
show ,as little of the plastic base as 
possible. A tiny yellow Cerethium shell 
forms the center of each flower. 

The plastic base is then loosened from 
the waxed paper, and a nickel pin, or 
catch, containing three or more holes 
and 11%4 inches in length, is cemented 
to the back. This pin has a safety catch, 
and wholesales for about 25 cents a 
dozen, or léss by the gross. The earrings 
are easily made from Pikaki shells, bits 
of chain, and tiny pastel shells. A begin- 
ner buying locally in a small quantity, 
would pay about 75 cents to make the

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set. But since Mrs. Avis buys by the 
gross, direct from the factory, she can 
of course make her jewelry cheaper. 
Her itemized cost on the set follows: 
plastic foundation—5 cents; earring 
backs—5 cents; pin back—2 cents; chain 
for earrings—5 cents; King Crown 
shells—8 cents; Pikaki and other shells 
—11 cents and glue—2 cents, which 
adds up to just 38 cents. Selling for $3, 
this shows a nice profit. Mrs. Avis often 
gives this popular set as a gift. In fact, 
each year she selects some article—a 
decorated jewelry box, for instance— 
and makes up enough of them for all 
her friends for Christmas. 


HE AVISES continue to collect shells, 

and now they have a display collec- 
tion of over 200 species, mounted and 
cataloged. Exhibiting these along with 
other shellcraft, Mrs. Avis won awards 
in 1950 at the Los Angeles Annual 
Hobby Show in Shrine Auditorium, and 
the Pacific National Exhibition at Van- 
couver, British Columbia. In 1951 she 
received a blue ribbon at the fair in 
near-by San Fernando, California. 


Naturally, Mrs. Avis obtains many 
orders from individuals who have seen 
her displays, and write to her for in- 
formation. But her out-of-state orders 
have come about from contacts she 
made with gift shops advertising in 
some hobby magazines. Year after year 
Mrs. Avis retains these old customers 
in Texas and Illinois. After the middle 
of the year she writes to them, sending 
a list of the merchandise she has to 
offer. As they are by now well ac- 
quainted with her line, it isn’t necessary 
to include samples as would have to 
be done if one were contacting a new 
prospective customer. The gift shops 
with which she does a steady business 
send her their orders, and she ships 
the articles to be sold on consignment. 
Consignment means that the gift shop 
pays out no money in advance, and re- 
ceives a percentage of the selling price 
which is agreed upon, sending’ Mrs. 
Avis a check for the major part. Ex- 
perience has taught her that it is the 
jewelry which sells most readily. 


There are many firms that specialize 
in supplies for shellcraft. They sell by 
the dozen or by the gross, such neces- 
sities as foundation, etc. Shells come 
by the package, the ounce, the pint or 
quart, and large sizes at so much a 
dozen. These firms put out illustrated 
catalogs with information and price 
lists. 


S TO the prices for the finished 
article—Mrs. Avis sells her figu- 
rines for from $1.25 to $2.50 each, 
depending upon the work involved. 
Brooch and earring sets, single brooches, 
buttons, barrettes, combs, scatterpins, 
and ribbon with lavalier, are mounted 
neatly on three-by-five-inch white cards, 
on which is stamped “Handmade by 
Avis, California.” The brooch and ear- 
ring sets bring from $1.40 to $3 each. 
Barrettes are 70 cents. Buttons are 
around 60 cents each. Scatterpin and 
earring sets average $2 each. A lavalier 
on black ribbon is $1. Besides, Mrs. 
Avis will make a necklace to match any 
set on order. According to the work 
involved, her decorated plastic jewelry 
boxes, perfume bottles, ash trays, pic- 
ture frames, and lamp bases can be 
created to suit almost any pocketbook. 
All in all she clears about $400 annually. 
Added to the numerous attractions 
of shellcraft there is the vital factor 
that shell products ship well with al- 
most no damage, but must be packed 
carefully, with a layer of cotton next 
to the trim, and layers of tissue paper 
to prevent jarring. 
All in all it isn’t hard to see why 
Marie Avis feels that she has selected 
the most satisfactory of all hobbies.

saw. If you already own those tools, 
these books will certainly help you at- 
tain additional skill in their operation 
and care. If you don’t own them now, 
and if you take your woodworking hobby 
with any seriousness, we'll wager that 
after you read these books you'll start 
planning to add a wood-turning lathe 
and a circular saw to your shop equip- 
ment. 

The format of these two volumes is 
particularly outstanding. The pages are 


large in size and so is the type. In the 


project section of “The Circular Saw,” 
the explanation of the projects, when 
the book lies open, appears side by side 
with the appropriate plan drawings, and 
wherever possible this same. plan of 
presentation has been followed in “The 
Wood-Turning Lathe.” Photographs and 
drawings are large. Throughout both 
volumes the authors have kept in mind 
the conditions that exist in a home 
workshop and have planned the book 
to fit those conditions. Mr. Haines, in- 
cidentally, is director of industrial shops 
at New York University and his co- 
authors are all members of that uni- 
versity’s department of vocational edu- 
cation. The authors themselves are in 
workshops every day, working with 
students of all degrees of skill, and 
they not only know their subjects, they 
also know how to impart their knowl- 
edge to others. 


T= BASIC method of presentation is 
the same in both books. The read- 
er is first familiarized with the saw 
and the lathe and the accessories which 
are used with them, their construction 
and principles of operation as well as 
their care and maintenance. Interesting 
bits of historical lore about both tools 
are also included. For example, the 
authors relate that mechanical saws 
driven by water wheels were introduced 
in England as early as the fourteenth 
century and so adversely affected those 
who operated hand saw mills that in 
some cases they destroyed the power saw 
mills. 

Next, the operations performed with 
the saw and lathe are explained, the 
basic ones first and then the more ad- 
vanced. There are many illustrations 
showing proper techniques, for such 
saw operations as ripping, crosscutting, 
mitering, beveling, rabbeting, grooving, 
dovetafling, etc. and turning with the 
lathe by both the scraping and cutting 
methods, sanding, polishing and fluting 
and reeding. Such advanced lathe opera- 


tions as turning Keene’s cement, metal 
spinning and chuck turning are also 
covered. 

The projects proceed from the simple 
to the more elaborate. Written explana- 
tions and plan drawings accompany 
each. The finished articles are shown in 
photographs so you'll know what you 
are trying to make looks like. The 
projects in “The Circular Saw,” quite 
logically include several sawing acces- 
sories such as a push stick, a feather 
board, a tenoning jig, a jig for taper 
sawing, a saw filing vise, a saw horse, 
and a stand for an eight-inch circular 
saw. Among the other projects, in which 
the basic operations are sawing, are a 
trellis, a hanging telephone stand, a 
serving tray, cold-frame, six different 
tables, a trapeze and swing set, a record 
cabinet, a tiered bookcase, and a tool 
chest. In all there are twenty-eight 
projects. 

Thirty projects are presented in “The 
Wood-Turning Lathe.” They include 
eight lamps, a wooden mallet, darning 
ball, gavel, drawer pulls, windmill, nut 
bowl, salt and pepper shakers, circular 
end table, a Keene’s cement turned box, 
a plastic candlestick, candy dish, lazy 
Susan, twin ball book rack, napkin rings, 
and a cheese and cracker tray.
